Avalanche halts French exp edition 

Everest team buried 


KATMANDU (AP) Tons 
of snow have buried alive the 
leader of a’ French expedition 
to Mount Everest and five 
Sherpa guides. 

The Himalayan avalanche 
Monday swept away the ex- 
I’pcdition's hopes to put a 
Frenchman atop the world’s 
highest peak for the first 
time. 

The Nopal foreign ministry 
announced the tragedy Thurs¬ 
day and said the deputy lead¬ 


er of tiie expedition ordered 
the Everest attempt halted. 

The avalanche killed ex¬ 
pedition leader Gerard De- 
voussotix of Chamonix and 
wiped out the expedition’s 
first and second camps two 
days after an advance climb¬ 
ing team had established their 
third major camp on the 
slopes of Everest. It was 
pitched at an altitude of 22,632 
feel on the 29.028-foot moun¬ 
tain. 


Deputy leader Georges 
Payot reported to the 
ministry that he had ordered 
the advance team to search 
for the six victims on its way 
down to the 17,548-foot base 
camp from which he was 
operating. The ministry said 
two days of searching among 
the ruins of the two camps 
tailed to turn up any trace of 
the men. 


Six key men lost by ICBC 


Six senior executives have 
left the trouble-plagued Insur¬ 
ance Corporation of B.C. with¬ 
in the past tw'o months, the 
Colonist learned Thursday. 

But there appears to be a 
variety of reasons for the 
exodus. 

Earlier this week it was an¬ 
nounced tliat T. P. O’Grady. 
ICBC’s general counsel and 
secretary, had departed the 
corporation and was suing it 
for wrongful dismissal and 
breach of contract. 


Then came the announce¬ 
ment of the resignation of Bob 
Porter as ICBC, public rela¬ 
tions director to take a job 
with his former employer, 
Crown Zellerbarh. 

But the Colonist has now 
learned that George Abak- 
ham, director of agency ac¬ 
counting, and Fred Smith, 
director of systems develop¬ 
ment, left the corporation on 
Aug. 15. 

Two weeks earlier. Gordon 


Root, senior executive for 
marketing, ended his employ¬ 
ment, apparently on retir¬ 
ement at the age of 65. 

Ben van der Woerd. direc¬ 
tor of personnel services, also 
left ICBC around July 31. 

An ICBC spokesman con- 
firmed the resignations 
Thursday and stressed there 
was no suggestion of dismiss¬ 
al in any of the departures 
other than O’Crqdy’s.

Legal test planned 

TORONTO (CP) — Kenneth Dawson, lawyer 
of the Ontario Anti-Poverty Organization, says the 
group plans to take legal action against marketing 
boards that destroy edible food in Canada. 

“We’re looking at. the laws governing market¬ 
ing boards and we think there is some kind'of 
obligation for them to market commodities effic' 
ently,” ho said. 


Meanwhile, in Toronto, 
Maryon Brechin, past-presi¬ 
dent of the Consumers Asso¬ 
ciation of Canada, said the 
total number of rotten aggs 
destroyed by the marketing 
agency will he closer to 35 
million. * if we ever get (he 
full total.” 

Mrs. Brechin, also CAC 
marketing hoard spokesman, 
said feed companies and hat¬ 
cheries. not farmers, benefit 
from the CEMA’s high-price 
policies which caused the 
over-production. 

She said big companies got 
the extra money, consumers 
paid for eggs by raising the 
price of feed and chicks they 
sold to the captive - market 
farm. 

While agreeing that the 
waste was unfortunate, B >b 
Harrison of Montreal, recenl- 
ly hired as a financial consul¬ 
tant 1 1 the agency, and James 
Fisher, a public relations con¬ 
sultant, said the total repre¬ 
sented only a small portion of 
the 5.7 billion eggs produced 
in the country each year. 

"Thirty million eggs is n >t a 
k>» of eggs," said Harrison. 

Bolh he and Fisher said 
mistakes had been made dur¬ 
ing the agency’s first year of

OTTAWA (CP) — The way the eggmen tell 
it, 30 million eggs ai-e not all that many when 
compared with annuaj/pt-oduetion of about 5.7 
billion. 

But 30 million, roughly the number that will be buried 
this year by the CanadianN^gg Marketing Agency because 
they were left to rot in improper storage, still represent a lot 
of eggs. 

Laid end-to-end' for instance, that many eggs would 
stretch from Regina to Vancouver, a distance of more than 
1,000 miles. j 

Or they would ipake an omelet big enough to smother the 
core of Ottawa, including the Parliament buildings, an area 
of about five.square miles. 

• i 

That's based on an average two-egg omelet made in par¬ 
liamentary cafeterias. Unfolded, they’re about 36 square 
inches in size. 

Thirty million 4ggs is enough to make 3.750,000 angel food 
cakes. Each cake requires about eight eggs. 

Then too. that many eggs is enough to fepd the 10.000 
public servants in the federal agriculture department two-egg 
breakfasts for the next four years. 

Or. put another way, it's enough to keep the 30-member 
Trudeau cabinet bating two eggs a day for the next 1,370 
years. 

It would take the average chicken 133,333 years to pro¬ 
duce 30 million eggs, based on yearly production of about 225 
eggs. 

And it would take one man, eating two eggs a day, 41,095 
years to get through them all. 

In other words, if a pre-historic.Cro-Magnon man had 
eaten two eggs a day since the beginning of his age, he 
wouldn't be finished yet. 


Prairie 
crops 
hard hit 


OTTAWA (CP» Cool, wet 
weather has brought Prairie 
harvesting to a virtual stand¬ 
still, Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed Thursday. 

Without higher tempera? 
tures and dry weather, vital 
grain crops will not mature 
and could he left in the field 
over winter. 

In the last of six reports on 
crop conditions across the 
country, the statistics bureau 
f^id widespread frost on the 
Prairies has caused varying 
amounts of damage. 

In Saskatchewan, it has 
hurt the quality of grain and. 
in some cases, reduced yields. 

Crops in low-lying areas, 
particularly the oilseed flax, 
have been hurt most. 

The grain harvest is well 
behind normal, although some 
crops were threshed before 
the recent round of frost and 
wet weather. 

The drop in production 
could lead to higher costs for 
a range of food prxiuets and 
is particularly serious at a 
tinte of world shortages and 
quickly-depleting grain re¬ 
serves.

Big gold loser 
could lose 
bigger in U.S. 


VANCOUVER (CP) A 
Seattle man who recently .had 
gold worth over 5100.0(H) sto¬ 
len from a safety deposit box 
in Vancouver could face 10 
years in prison and maybe a 
510.000 fine in the United 
Slates. 

Jack Crogan. auditor with 
the office of domestic gold 
and silver operations in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.. said that by re- 
p. rting the theft Iasi week, 
Martin Anderson, 42, opened 
himself to prosecution by the 
U.S. treasury department. 

Under the terms of a law 
passed in 1933. U.S. citizens 
are prohibited from owning 
gold, both within and beyond 
the borders of the country. 

Crogan said Anderson's 
case is unique because a law 
has been passed which lifts 
the ban effective Dec. 31. 

"Purchases made before 
the date but discovered after 
would technically be illegal 
hut would likely not be pro¬ 
secuted," said Crogan. 

In this case, he said il 


would he up to the U.S. trea¬ 
sury or Secret Service auth¬ 
orities to decide whether or 
not to prosecute Anderson. 

"When we hear about one of 
these happenings in the U.S. 
we usually make a seizure. 
Since this is out of the 
country, it will be difficult, to 
do that though." 

Anderson said thp ban on 
ownership is not af law’. 

H was an executive order 
in times of emergencies? The 
last time it was declared was 
during the Korean war," he 
said. 

Anderson purchased the 
gold for 588,400 in “June. 1973, 
and had made *bout 30 per 
cent profit on pafrer in a little 
more than a year.

Davis has the support of 
B.C. Premier Barrett 
for his federal-provincial* 
meeting proposal.

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A TASK FORCE of economists and nutri¬ 
tionists recently concluded there will be suf¬ 
ficient food to take care of the world's needs 
for the next ten years, which, when you think 
about it, isn’t all that contorting. 

The I/)rd willing. I hope to be ai 
old world considerably longer than t£n years 
and the thought of having to grub around for 
food after that decade, doesn't thrill me 
bit. 

And precisely why the waste of 14 or 15 
million eggs here in Canada has to rate as 
not only terrible financial waste, but obscene 
waste of a dwindling food supply. 

And I imagine there are other comparable 
wastes being committed every day, especial¬ 
ly in the affluent areas of the world. I’ll give 
you i>ne small for instance which has to rate 
as deplorable. 

Many of our supermarkets regularly 
dump hundreds of gallons of milk. One Safe¬ 
way store had to get rid of $450 worth of milk 
just last week It was about to go bad and 
couldn't he kept on the shelves any longer. 

Now if this hap|iens in every supermaret 
throughout British Columbia, or every su- 
liermarket in Canada, then tlie waste be¬ 
comes scandalous. Scandalous because it is a 
waste and scandalous because such waste 
keeps the price of milk high. 

Seems to be little doubt of over-productin.- 
which in itself is bad. but if there is to be 
over-production, prices should come down 
and the excess should at least be given to 
needy institutions or organizations. Give it to 
pig farmers for feed, but don't dump it. 
Waste not. want not, will become more of a 
truism than ever as we ajrproach the 1985 
period of shortages. 

Beryl Plumptre’s prices and review board 
might well 1 x>k into the waste of milk in our 
country and the ever-increasing consumer 
cost of the product. They’re looking for infla¬ 
tionary food costs here's one made to 
order for them . . .

•IOC; Vl)l R MEMORY a small hit. Go 
back to the time, not so long ago, when the 
price of gasoline was last jumped in our 
land. Premier David Barrett rushed to wait¬ 
ing reporters to announce ihe province of 
Rritish Columbia would see to it that the con¬ 
sumers of said province would not have to 
bear the full amount of the increase. Said he 


had a fresh new plan to defray at least part 
of the increase. 

Fresh new plan turned out to he some¬ 
thing in Ihe form of rebates on our au¬ 
tomobile insurance rates. In other words, in¬ 
asmuch as we own the automobile insurance 
company, we would he subsidizing ourselves 
\for the higher petrol prices. 

No matter how you sliced it. we’d still be 
wying. But wait, something has gone wrong 
with the plan. Not for residents of the Lower 
Mainland, not for citizens in the Cariboo, the 
far north. up-Island. the Kootenays or the 
Okanagan, but for the citizens of little old 
Viet ana. 

Citizens of Rritish Columbia, excluding 
Victoria, will get rebates of up to $40 w'hen 
tiiey |>ay their insurance premiums next 
year.- But because Victoria has the kiwest in¬ 
surance rates in the province, we won’t get 
the rebate. We, therefore, will be paying the 
same amount for our gasoline as marked on 
the pumps we won’t be gaining the fruits 
of Dave’s fresh new plan. 

You can’t really prove it by me, hut insur¬ 
ance actuarial tables showed Victoria area 
drivers to he the safest in the province, 
hence the lower rates. But by Barrett's slide 
rule. Victoria's safer driving record goes 
down the drain and drivers all over the prov¬ 
ince become equal. 

Weird reasoning, and we re still paying 
more for our gas. I wonder how the lone sit¬ 
ting NDP member fur this area Esqui¬ 
mau's James Gorst will explain it away 
to-his constituents? . . .

My regular readers know 
how I feel about the whole 
business of cholesterol. Take 
rare of the weight and the 
cholesterol will usually lake 
care of itself. 

Your doctor decided your 
husband’s warning signals 
were set off by a numlter of 
factors — overweight, execs-

sive smoking and cholesterol. 
So his suggestions were sound 
reduce, quit smoking and 
reduce cholesterol. 

But I doubt he meant a 90 
per cent reduction of choles¬ 
terol intake, which would he 
unattainable. Remember the 
rabbit which lives on a low 
cholesterol diet of vegetables 
still has cholesterol. 




I don’t mean that choles¬ 
terol content in food gets off 
S'-ot-free in all of this. But I’m 
suggesting it is a kind of ac¬ 
complice to other villains 
overweight and arterial har¬ 
dening, for example. 

Now as to the diet. It is 
nearly impossible to come up 
w ith a diet that is going to as¬ 
sure any specific reduction in 
cholesterol. You just can’t 
dole it out the way you can 
calories. So no wonder you 
are at a loss as to how to es¬ 
timate the content. The doctor 
can give you a list of fn«wls 
known to be high in choles¬ 
terol saturated fats, for ex¬ 
ample. Visible fats should he 
avoided. Fats solid at mom 
temiierature are saturated 
fats.

WASHINGTON David Ei¬ 
senhower said Thursday thal 
emissaries from President 
Ford sought “some kind of 
confession” liefore deciding to 
pardon former president 
Richard Nixon, but were re¬ 
fused. 

“He wasn't ^willing to con¬ 
cede anything,” Nixon’s son- 
in-law said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. 

Eisenhower was asked 
whether Nixon accepted the 
White House view that guilt 
was implicit in his acceptance 
of a pardon, and replied that 
the former president "views 
himself as an innocent man 
and continues to say so pri¬ 
vately.” 

Ford’s spokesmen have said 
they had no conditions on the 
pardon, and that Nixon’s ac¬ 
ceptance statement was wel¬ 
come but had not been pari of 
any agreement. 

In other developments: 

• U.S. District Judge John 
Sirica denied defendants’ mo¬ 


tions Thursday for dismissal 
of charges in the Watergate 
cover-up case. The defendants 
had claimed the pardon grant¬ 
ed Nixon had made a fair 
trial impossible. Only a few 
hours after the requests were 
made, Sirica said he would go 
ahead with the trial. Howev¬ 
er, he delayed the start of the 
trial for one day to Oct. 1 
from Sept. 30 to permit selec¬ 
tion of a new pool of potential 
jury members. 

• Nixon's formal letter of 


resignation as a member of 
the California Bar Association 
was received Thursday, asso¬ 
ciation officials reported. 

• Former White House 
aides H. R. Haldeman and 
John Ehrlichman pleaded for 
presidential pardons from 
Nixon in the final days before 
he resigned, but were reject¬ 
ed, the Washington Post said. 

The Post said Nixon deeply 
resented the tone and charac¬ 
ter of the requests.

New era of error 


G overnments embarrassed by miscal¬ 
culations are generally quick to find a scape¬ 
goat. 

Premier David Barrett is inordinately fond of 
pointing the scornful finger at his predecessor in 
office. This province, he says, is faced with some¬ 
thing like $600 million in excess of original es¬ 
timates before the Columbia River power develop¬ 
ment can be completed. 

This is all the fault of former premier W. A. C. 
Bennett and his Social Credit colleagues, Mr. Bar¬ 
rett insists. 

Perhaps it is. Perhaps Mr. Bennett should 
have been able to anticipate the swift upward 
spiral of construction costs, and the cost of every¬ 
thing else. Perhaps he should have realized that the 
dollar of 1961, the year the Columbia River treaty 
was signed, would be worth only 59 cents today. 

But it is profitless to fling recriminations at 
this late date and errors of another era should not 
be allowed to distract the public from current evi¬ 
dence of mismanagement and miscalculation. 

Mr. Barrett will find it hard to blame anyone 
outside his own administration for an admitted loss 
of $18.5 million in the first year of operation of the 
Insurance Corporation of B.C., a figure, incidental¬ 
ly, some critics feel will go much higher when the 
whole sorry tale is told. 


And there is the unaccountable upsurge in 
provincial wefare costs. 

For this Mr. Barrett was quick to offer infla¬ 
tion as an explanation. 

But can inflation be blamed entirely for a to¬ 
tally unexpected over-expenditure of $120 million? 
Can inflation account for a leap from an estimated 
$264.5 to a staggering $384.5? 

The rate of inflation, as most British Colum¬ 
bians are only too painfully aware, flirts with the 
12 per cent level. But it is nowhere near the mas¬ 
sive 45 per cent-plus welfare spending has reached. 

The government in the sacred name of social¬ 
ism is doing some questionable spending. It has 
reached the point where even those who believed a 
change of administration would be good for the 
country are beginning to suspect this government 
is determined to hang on to office at any cost. 

But that cost, ultimately borne by the produc¬ 
tive elements of society, begins to bear heavily. The 
image of generosity, daubed with patronage here 
and there, highlighted by civil service benefits and 
"gifts” to automobile drivers everywhere outside 
the capital district, is not convincing. 

Dr. Scott Wallace, MLA for Oak Bay, was re¬ 
ferring to this latest example of "people govern¬ 
ment” when he called it the "biggest political con 
game the NDP has had the nerve to try.” 

The whole socio-economic concept of Mr. Bar¬ 
rett’s government looks increasingly suspect. 


The regional plan 


'-pHE BOARD of the Capital Regional District 
A has been called upon by the chairman, James 
Campbell, to give clear sailing, as a news story puts 
it, to the proposed official regional development 
plan. Clear in this case also means swift: the plan 
has been sent to the regional planning department 
for minor changes, but Mr. Campbell wants it back 
before the board early next mont^, to be the sub¬ 
ject of an all-day public hearing in October and to 
be approved finally early in November. 

But there are several community organiza¬ 
tions, particularly in Saanich, that would apply the 
brakes, wanting more public hearings and claiming 
the right to make their opinions known before the 
regional board adopts the plan for land use and 
transportation policies in the Victoria metropolitan 
area. 

Legally, there is no requirement for healings, 
and Mr. Campbell is right in saying that critics 
have had about three years while the plan has 
taken shape to offer their views on how the region 
should grow. Nevertheless, the plan was produced 
and given first reading only a month ago and it is 
not unreasonable for neighborhood or community 
groups or even individuals to want a last chance to 
give it careful consideration and constructive criti¬ 
cism. 

The plan, after all, is ini ended to guide and 


greatly affect the development of the region be¬ 
tween now and the end of the century. It antici¬ 
pates a population growth to 370,000 by 1996, and 
it would channel most of this growth into the four 
core municipalities of Greater Victoria, which 
would increase in population from 158,000 in 1971 
to 272,000 by 1996. 

It would limit growth elsewhere, except for 
emphasis on development in the rocky, non-agricul- 
tural Highland District; the population of North 
and Central Saanich and Sidney would be expected 
to double, but at that, only to 28,000. 

In addition to guiding the residential develop¬ 
ment of the region, the plan would designate the 
extent and location of commercial, industrial and 
public service uses of land and associated transpor¬ 
tation systems. The business core of Victoria would 
continue as the primary centre for commerce, fi¬ 
nance, administration and entertainment, and no 
major commercial development outside this area 
would be permitted. In all this the plan would 
prevent the local governments of the legion from 
hindering the achievement of its aims. 

There is provision, it is true, for a review 
every five years to see how the plan is working and 
to revise it if necessary. But a good last look by 
way of a thorough hearing before the region com¬ 
mits itself would make sense, and clear the direc¬ 
tors of any suspicion of undue haste.

UN gets tough with Namibia companies 


Many leading companies 
with interests in Namibia 
(South-West Africa) are 
threatened with legal action 
and the possible confiscation 
of mineral and other exports 
from the territory as a result 
of a new decree which is 
about to be published by the 
United Nations Commission 
for Namibia. 


The new decree marks the 
beginning of a new phase of 
international legal activity to 
be initiated by Sean Mar- 
Bride, the new UN commis¬ 
sioner for Namibia who is a 
former foreign minister of 
Ireland. 

The decree will apply to all 
foreign firms operating in the 
disputed territory. Until 1966 
South-West Africa was legally 
under South Africa’s role 
under a trusteeship agree¬

ment: but in that year the UN 
ended the republic's trustee¬ 
ship rights and declared it to 
be in illegal occupation of the 
territory. The UN’s right to 
take tliis decision was subse¬ 
quently upheld in an opinion 
handed down by the Interna¬ 
tional Court at the Hague. 

Although the United States 
accepted the court’s decision. 
Britain and France have so 
far refused to do so. It is one 
of the issues how under re¬ 
view by the British Labor 
government. 

The UN has previously 
ruled that foreign firm* 
operating in the territory — 
which is enormously rich in 
uranium, diamonds, copper 
and fishing — are operating 
illegally. But. so far no action 
has been taken to uphold the

decisions of die UN and the 
International Court. The new 
decree is intended to open 
the way for legal action to be 
taken against all the British, 
American, West German, Ca¬ 
nadian and French firms 
which continue to operate in 
Namibia. 

Among the leading British 
companies involved are Rio 
Tinto Zinc (which has an 
agreement with the British 
Atomic Energy Commission 
to supply uranium from its 
mine at Rossing). British Pe¬ 
troleum. Shell. Charter Con¬ 
solidated. Consolidated Gold¬ 
fields, Selection Trust (which 
has a substantial holding in 
the American Tsumeb Cor¬ 
poration and Am ax), the SWA 
Company, Babcock and Wil¬ 
cox, British Leyland. Black¬ 
wood Hodge, the British Steel 
Corporation, Mitchell Gotfts. 
Davy Ashmore, British Ox¬ 
ygen and the Metal Box Com¬ 
pany. 

+ ★ * 

The commission's decree 
will prohibit prospecting, min¬ 
ing and selling of any of the 
territory’s natural resources 
without its specific approval. 
It will authorize the seizure 
and forfeiting of any mineral 
or other exports from Nami¬ 
bia. As commissioner for Na¬ 
mibia, Mr. MacBride is empo¬ 
wered to take any necessary 
action to give effect to this 
decree, 

This decision opens the way 
for the beginning of legal ac¬ 
tion against the companies in¬ 
volved. This will he easier in 
countries like the United 
States, which have accepted 
the International Court's deci¬ 
sion. If the British govern¬ 
ment — which is reported to 
'be considering a new policy 
statement that would accept 
the UN decision about the ille¬ 
gality of South Africa’s rule in 
Namibia — were to come into 
line with U.S. policy, it would 
at once open the way for ac¬ 
tion to be taken in British 
courts as well. Meanwhile, ex¬ 
ports carried in ships touch¬ 
ing at African ports could he 
confiscated en route. 
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‘Money! Money . . .!” 


A team of international law¬ 
yers is working with Mr. Mac- 
Bride to find ways of testing 
UN and World Court'decisions, 
in countries whose nationals 
are engaged in mining and 
other operations in Namibia. 

This new international pres- 
mire over Namibia comes at a 
time when the South African 
government is already 
seriously concerned about the 
likely effects on the security 
of Namibia as a result of im¬ 
pending changes in Angola, 
which lies immediately to the 
north of the Territory.

He’s only been 11 years on 
Parliament Hill, seven of 
them in cabinet, perhaps not 
long enough to become cap¬ 
tive of the powerful public 
service establishment. 

The man he succeeds as 
Treasury Board presideni. 
Charles M. DrurSb was a 
charter member of that es¬ 
tablishment, dating back to 
the post-war days when he 
was deputy minister of na¬ 
tional defence and the army 
had those horses on its pay¬ 
roll, and somebody ran away 
with stoves and fridges at 
Petawawa, and even made 
off with the CPR spurline 
into the bag military camp.

North Sea challenged 
for its oil riches 


- The stakes are high beneath^ 
•'he floor ol the stormy North 
Sea. 

By 1980 a third of Western 
Europe’s oil and gas may 
come from below the choppy 
gray waters separating Eng¬ 
land from Scandinavia. 

Recoverable reserves hid¬ 
den under the seabed have 
been estimated at more than 
40 billion barrels of oil. Pro¬ 
duction could run to some 2 
million barrels a day as early 
as 1978 and more than 5 mil¬ 
lion in the early 1980s. 

Gas. not oil, first led pros¬ 
pectors to their watery fields. 
The search for fuel began in 
1961 when the Dutch discov¬ 
ered the world's third largest 
gas reservoir in their own 
front yard — Groningen Prov¬ 
ince. 

Geologists knew that the 
North Sea’s rock layers were 
part of the same geological 
basin that produced gas at 
Groningen, so the Dutch bo¬ 
nanza quickly made the entire 
sea one of the liveliest pro¬ 
specting regions in the world. 

The North Sea's new-found 
oil riches first were tapped in 
commercial volume from 
Norway’s Ekofisk field in 
1970. Since then major new

deposits have been found off 
Norway, England, and Scot¬ 
land. Denmark and the Neth¬ 
erlands have not had such im¬ 
portant oil discoveries in their 
waters, but m.uch of the North 
Sea potential still awaits dis¬ 
covery. 

Extracting the oil from the 
fierce North Sea is an enor¬ 
mous challenge. Sixty-foot 
waves of 35 degrees F. water 
pound drilling platforms in 
the winter. Frigid winds that 
sometimes gust to more than 
100 miles an hour peel paint 
from structures like a sandb¬ 
laster. 

* + * 

Men sometimes must be 
transferred from one North 
Sea platform to another by 
boat, in swells that put a rope 
ladder at hand one moment 
and 50 feet out of reach the 
next. Heavy fogs roll in, cut¬ 
ting visibility to zero. Says 
one oilman. “No one comes 
out here without good rea¬ 
son. 

Drilling rigs that can move 
from site to site may be as 
'big as football fields and cost 
millions of dollars. It costs as 


collect some of it from his

German broadcasting 
and Axel Springer

much as 575,000 a day »o 
operate a rig. 

A modern rig forms a com¬ 
munity in itself. Crews of up 
to 75 men have their own liv¬ 
ing quarters, recreation and 
dining rooms, workshops, 
storerooms, and heliports for 
quick air taxi service to 
shore. 

Men have been challenging 
the North Sea for centuries. 
The fierce Vikings tamed the 
raging waters with swift, 
sturdy, double-ended craft up 
to 100 feet long. If caught 
away from a haven, ships had 
to stay at sea to survive: they 
could seldom be beached. 

So successful were the 
northmen that King Knut 
welded England and most of 
Scandinavia into a short-lived 
North Sea Empire, wand could 
characterize himself as he did 
in 1027 as, "King of all Eng¬ 
land and Denmark ‘and Nor¬ 
way and part of Sweden . " 

In modern times, Nether- 
landers have probably been 
most successful in subduing 
the North Sea. Besides giving 
them valuable mineral re¬ 
sources, it has yielded up land 
reclaimed by Dutch engineers 
using complex systems of 
dams and dikes. 


It is surprising that Wsst 
Germany, which is a show 
case for capitalism and grew 
up under the tutelage and 
with the aide of the high 
priests of free enterprise, the 
Americans, should have no 
private broadcasting compa¬ 
nies. The reason, I discovered 
during a recent trip to the 
Bundes Republic, is the inor¬ 
dinate fear of Axel Springer, 
the press magnate, who wants 
to get hold of radio and televi¬ 
sion and turn them into 
expressions of his reactionary 
and retaliatory policies. 

An infusion of new money is 
badly needed. To put it frank¬ 
ly. German television is in a 
mess, with many of the com¬ 
panies in debt and one in par¬ 
ticular owing more than a bil- 


There is one striking advan¬ 
tage in the German system 
and that is regional program¬ 
ming. and Pierre Juneau, if 
he wants shows from Van¬ 
couver and Winnipeg and 
Newfoundland, instead of all 
Toronto pap, should study it. 
On the other hand, he may as 
well forget it. because region¬ 
al programming is a result of 
broadcasting being in the 
hands of the lands (German 
provinces) and that 

wouldn’t do here! 

Which is one reason why 
the capitalists, and Axel 
Springer in particular, are not 
going to get a piece of Ger¬ 
man television. The SPD. 
which is the socialist party, 
won’t allow it. and, while the 


lion marks In taxes which, If 
it is forced to pay would mean 
that it would have to close 
studios. 

Nine .broadcasting compa¬ 
nies divide up the West Ger¬ 
man cake into too small 
pieces. They are a heritage of 
the post-war divisions of the 
Western Allies, with the old 
Bremen enclave thrown in for 
good measure. The nine co¬ 
operate in a nationwide net¬ 
work; a second program has 
been added, and a third is in 
the works. 

Partly, this is paid by com¬ 
mercials, but. mostly, by the 
10.50 D Mark (about $4) a 
month licence fee per house¬ 
hold, which means that TV, 
with rising costs, is in a finan¬ 
cial strait jacket. 


SPD might be defeated in toe 
next federal election, it is not 
likely to lose all the govern¬ 
ments of the lands. 

The SPD loathe Springer. 
They regard him as a right 
wing activist, determined to 
fight the East Germans, and 
they shudder at the way his 
headquarters. a 20-storey 
steel and glass skyscraper is 
built slap up against the Wall 
in Berlin. 

It is a contiguous provoca¬ 
tion to toe Communists as it 
flashes news across the Wall. 
Like most reactionaries, Axel 
Springer is a strong supporter 
of Israel which he sees -as a 
bulwark against the Soviets in 
the Middle East, although he 
talks a lot about requital of 
Nazi sins. 


There is a mystery about 
what Axel Springer did during 
toe war. How did he. a tall 
blonde Aryan.'escape military 
service? He would have been 
in his late twenties and early 
thirties then, as he is a young 
looking 62 now , and by the 
end of the war teenagers 
and old men were being 
called up for toe Wehrmacht. 

Despite toe fulsome account 
of his career in the informa¬ 
tion material I was handed — 
which his spokesman, Patrick 
Lynch, a former British 
agent, described as "brain¬ 
washing material" — there 
was no explanation of this 
phenomenon. 

Axel Springer, whose pub¬ 
lishing empire is huge, cannot 
he compared with Roy Thom¬ 
son. For one thing, he didn’t 
start from nothing: he inherit¬ 


ed a publishing house in Ham¬ 
burg. For another, he doesn't - 
allow his editors freedom as 
Thomson does. There are four 
"principles" which they have 
to accepl. and the first of 
these is the restoration of top 
unity of Germany - thai's 
<mit of Lynch's "brainwashing 
material." 

But Springer is really out- 
of-date. He might have had 
some meaning in the brave 
days of the Cold War, but 
most Germans are in favor of 
the settlement between the 
two Germany®. So much so 
that an editor of a conserva¬ 
tive Bavarian paper protest¬ 
ed against Bonn opening an 
environment office in West 
Berlin. 

As a result. Axel Springer is 
selling some of- his papers. 
Like Hearst, he is .being 
forced to retrench.

A report on the shortage of 
wide-mouth canning lids by 
the B.C. consumer services 
department has disclosed 
there is little chance of the 
demand for lids being met im¬ 
mediately. 

Consumer Services Minister 
Phyllis Young said Thursday 
she plans to get together with 
Economic Development Min¬ 
ister Gary Lauk and federal 
Consumer Affairs Minister 
Barnet Danson “to explore 
. . . the possibility of encour¬ 
aging Canadian steel compa¬ 
nies to divert some production 
capacity to tin plate manufac¬ 
ture. 

"I also intend to examine 
the feasibility of Canadian 
self-sufficiency in the produc¬ 
tion of canning supplies to 
prevent a recurrence of this 
problem,” Ms. Young said.

She said the report, com¬ 
missioned this summer, is 
brief and sets out three basic 
factors which have created 
the International shortage of 
lids. 

‘ ‘Firstly, consumers hoping 
to ease the impact of food 
inflation, have increased 
greatly their demand for can¬ 
ning supplies, but have been 
unable to obtain adequate 
amounts of canning fittings. 

“Secondly, canning lid man¬ 
ufacturers face the dilemma 
of a buoyant market for their 
product, on the one hand, and 
relatively fixed and constrain¬ 
ing allotments of tin plate 
from steel producers on the 
other. 

“Finally, steel producers, 
while facing unprecedented 
demand for tin plate, are 
hampered in meeting the 
market because of limited 
plant capacity,” Ms. Young 
said. 

She added that “British Co¬ 
lumbia has been particularly 
hard hit because hom% can- 
ners have relied almost exclu¬ 
sively upon American suppli¬ 
ers. With soaring demand for 
canning fittings in the U.S.-, 
these suppliers have turned to 
their home markets first.” 



PROVINCIAL COURT 


Persons fined In Victoria 
Provincial Court are given 
time to pay if they need it and 
extensions of that time are 
even possible, If the reason is 
good enough. 

It was Thursday in the case 
of young Victoria area resi¬ 
dent William Wallace Woods, 
who told Judge Wiliam Ostler 
the burden of his fines was 
threatening his education. 

Education was one of two 
reasons why Woods got into 
trouble in the first place. Last 
June 28, he pleaded guilty be¬ 
fore Ostler to a, Canada Stu¬ 
dent Loan Act charge of mak¬ 
ing a false statement. 

He had negotiated a $500 
loan under the act in No¬ 
vember, 1972, saying he was 
attending Malaspina College 
in Nanaimo when he had ac¬ 
tually only gone there for 14 
days two months before. 

Ostler fined Woods 5250 and 
met a request for time to pay 
by ordering instalments of 550 
a month starting Aug. 1. 

Later in the summer, 
Woods was fined 5300 in traf¬ 
fic court for failing to remain 


at an accident scene. He 
asked for time to pay and in¬ 
stalments of 550 a month were 
set to start Sept. 1. 

Thursday, Woods told Ostler 
he wns really attending col¬ 
lege this fall and payments of 
more than 550 a month would 
force him to drop out. His two 
fines were being paid at 5100 
a month and a request to traf¬ 
fic court for assistance had 
brought a change in the date 
for the first payment to mid- 
September.

Mother pleads case in court 

First round won 
on noisy music

A mother successfully de¬ 
fended her son against a 
noisy-music charge Thursday 
in Victoria Provincial Court 
but the key to her success 
was actually provided by pre¬ 
siding Judge F. S. Green. 

Because Mrs. Ethel Leon¬ 
ard, 3711 Saanich, and her son 
Alan, 19, were not well versed 
in the law. Green said that “1 
feel constrained to make a no¬ 
evidence motion on behalf of 
the accused” and later dis¬ 
missed the charge. 

However, the prosecution 
will have another chance 
when a similar charge under 
the Saanich noise abatement 
bylaw appears later this year 
in another court against Mrs. 
I^onard’s other son Leslie, 20. 

The case was of special in¬ 
terest because it was the first 
time the Saanich bylaw had 
been used in a charge involv¬ 
ing contemporary music. 

A Saanich constable and 
three neighbors testified 
“very loud” electric guitar 
music was coming from 3711 
SaaYiich on the evening of 


June 18 (the Leonards said 
outside court two guitars were 
being played). 

In suggesting Ihe no¬ 
evidence motion. Green asked 
prosecutor Nicholas Lang 
what evidence showed Alan 
Leonard was “causing the 
noise to be made” as the 
charge specified. 

Lang replied the noise was 
reduced by Alan after the 
constable arrived but the 
judge ruled that was not 
enough. He then sent the 
charge against Leslie Leonard 
to Judge William Ostler's 
court next. Thursday to set a 
new trial date because he had 
already heard the basic evi¬ 
dence. 

With that out of the way, 
Green said it was “obvious 
that there was a very loud 
noise (and) neighbors were 
disturbed. This is a question 
of what right people have to 
enjoy their own premises to 
the detriment of others en joy¬ 
ing theirs. 

“1 do hope it’s obvious to 
voU (son and mother) that 


you at least accept and real¬ 
ize the fact that people are 
entitled to peace and quiet 
. . . people have no right to 
impose on other people that 
way.” 

Mrs. Leonard told the judge 
the instruments had since 
been moved.

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Dr. Seuss ’ world of grinches and zamps

LA JOLLA, Calif. — Dr. 
Seuss lives in a big liouse on a 
big hill with 100 hats, a tiny 
dog named Sam, a beautiful 
wife named Audrey and 3,000 
children. 

The children don’t belong to 
Dr. Seuss. (In fact, he doesn't 
have the faintest Idea who 
their parents are.) 

But every morning at least 
five of them show up at his 
door. 

Their ringleader, usually a 
skinny little tyke with brown 
hair that keeps falling over 
his eyes, timidly knocks at 
the door. 

"Tap . . . tap . . . TAP!” 

"Who’s there?” asks Mrs. 
Seuss (otherwise known as 
Mrs. Theodor Seuss Geisel). 

"Just us kids,” says the 
kids’ ringleader. 

"What do you want?” 

“Can Dr. Seuss come out 
and play?” 

Mrs. Geisel sighs. She has 
been through this before. 

She turns and goes into the 
house. A few minutes later a 
tall, deeply tanned man with 
iron-gray hair and the friend¬ 
liest eyes in the world comes 
to the door. 

"Dr. Seuss!” say the kids 
reverently. 

And he signs the books they 
have brought him to sign (like 
The Cat In The Hat and The 
500 Hats of Bartholomew Cub- 
bins) and maybe tells them a 
story about the grinch who 
stole Christmas, and the chil¬ 
dren leave, visions of delight¬ 
ful Dr. Seuss fantasy in their 
heads. 

"And they come Ml-k the 
next day with five more chil¬ 
dren, and the day after that 
15 children show up at my 
door,” said Dr. Seuss in an in¬ 
terview. "I’ve had as many 
as 150 children show up in orie 
day." 

Dr. Seuss. of course, de¬ 
serves to have little children 
come to his door day after 
day. He has brought them so 
much fun with his colorful 
books (Yertle The Turtle, The 
Lorax, Horton Hears A Who 
and his TV cartoons (Dr. 
Seuss On The Loose. How The

Grinch Stole Christmas and 
others) that he has become 
something of a living Santa 
Claus to children, and a per¬ 
son that parents turn to when 
they get exasperated with 
their children. 

"Theoretically nobody 
should be able to recognize 
my face,” says Dr. Seuss. 
"But it’s beginning to happen 
more and more now.” 

Dr. Seuss, when he’s not 
chatting with children or dig¬ 
ging for mummies in Peru 
(one of his hobbies), spends 
his time drawing wockets, 
guimneys, grinches, tcllars, 
mellars and gellars 'they live 
in cellars) not to mention 
yeps. 

These are critters with 
friendly, sleepy eyes who 
have a good sense of humor, 
like flowers, and sometimes 
tie their long flowing ears into 
bows. And they’re all nice, 
basincaliy, even the vug under 
the rug (who’s rather myste¬ 
rious, and a character in the 
good doctor’s latest book, 
There’s A Wocket in My 
Pocket! > 

Dr. Seuss is a remarkable 


man who makes a remarka¬ 
bly good living writing books 
for children. He’s a big shy 
man who dislikes giving 
speeches and talking before 
large groups of children, 
though it seems at times as if 
he has met just about every¬ 
one in the world, and done 
just about everything there is 
to do. He is a man who has 
learned to enjoy simple things 
more than the complex. 

His day begins about 8 a.m. 
when he gets up. has break¬ 
fast, then goes to his study in 
that part of his house that 
used to be an old observation 
tower. 

There he sits down and 
draws and writes for eight 
hours. 

"I’ve made it a rule to sit 
at my desk for eight hours 


even if nothing comes,” said 
Dr. Seuss. 'T’ve seen so many 
writers and artists become 
hums, especially in a resort 
town like this. They go to the 
beach in the morning and 
when they come back they 
don’t feel like working. 

"So I work eight hours 
straight. When the work is 
going well I’ll go at it ham¬ 
mer and tongs for a month, 
then take six or seven weeks 
off. Even then I'll be working 
though, filling up notebooks 
with ideas." 

Dr. Seuss starts work on n 
hook by doodling. Eventually 
a character—maybe a findow 
or a nook gase or a Cat in a 
Hat- will appear. 

And the book is on its way. 

"When the work is going 
well it’s more fun than any¬ 


thing else,” said Dr. Seuss. 
"When it gets going well it in¬ 
terferes with your sleep. I 
find myself thinking about it 
in bed. I make some of my, 
best decisions in my sleep.” 

Dr. Seuss hasn’t always 
been a cartoonist. Years ago 
his father sent him to Oxford 
to become an English profes¬ 
sor. 

"After three years studying 
Middle High German I decid¬ 
ed to save them money by 
quitting and putting a doctor 
before my middle name. 

"I traveled around Europe. 
Vienna and other places, and 
wrote a novel about my trav¬ 
els a sort of Bohemian tiling. 

"I found it again a few 
years ago and I couldn’t even 
understand it myself. 

"God, I was a faker. I had 


characlers speaking long 
speeches in Spanish that was 
very big in novels back then 
and I didn’t even speak any 
Spanish. I don’t know' how I 
did it. I think I had a friend 
translate for me.” 

The distinctive Seuss style 
of drawing developed over 
decades spent as a newspa¬ 
perman. advertising man. 
maker of award-winning films 
and political cartoonist. 

After dropping out of Ox¬ 
ford he wandered aimlessly 
about Euroiie, working on his 
novel which later was boiled 
down into a two-line gag. 

He began to draw' cartoons 
for Judge. Life and Vanity 
Fair, put in a 17-year stint as 
an advertising man, and in- 
between found time to write 
his first children’s book, And 


To Think That I Saw It On 
Mulberry .Street, in 1937. He 
also tried his hand at political 
cartoons for the New York 
newspaper PM. 

"The way I went, to work 
for PM is that I got annoyed 
with Lindbergh and his 
America Firsters,” Dr. Seuss 
said. 

"I u'as already somewhat 
prominent as a cartoonist, but 
nobody would print my car¬ 
toons against Lindbergh. So I 
went to work for PM for 
almost nothing. 

"When the United States got 
into the war I started receiv¬ 
ing a lot of letters saying I 
was a dirty old man who had 
helped us get into the war, 
and I was too old to fight. 

"So I enlisted."

B.C.’s much-discussed min¬ 
ing royalties ImH played a 
large part in the recent 
change in ownership of Jor¬ 
dan River Mines Ltd. copper 
operation at Jordan River, ac¬ 
cording to the principals. 

Pechiney De velopmen I. 

which owned 60 per cent of 
the shares, recently sold its 
entire interest to Dison Inter¬ 
national Ltd., which prior to 
the sale held the remaining 40 
per cent. 

Terms of sale will be made 
public when Dison shares are 
listed *1 the curb secticsi of 
tite Vancouver Stock Ex¬ 
change. The listing should 
come next week, according to 
Dison president Sidney 
Kowlds of west Vancouver. 

Fowlds Thursday confirmed 
first public reports of the 
transaction which were car¬ 


ried in The Stmkc Mirror, a 
weekly, in its latest edition. 

Dison International was sus¬ 
pended from the Vancouver 
mining boarcf in July, 1972. 
lor failure to file a financial 
statement. It has not traded 
publicly since. 

Henri Haillot of Vancouver, 
general manager of Pechiney, 
a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
Pechiney Ltce. fo Paris, said 
Thursday that the effects of 
Bill 31 were "hurting too 
much” to continue. 

“It is unfair to have to pay 
royalties on that mine," Hail¬ 
lot added. 

Haillot also said that the 
company would continue to 
operate in Vancouver for an 
indefinite period but it has no 
present plans for major devel¬ 
opment. 

Fowlds said that the con¬ 
troversial new legislation 
caused his company to gel 


money for the acquisition in 
New York. 

“Canadian bankers wouldn'1 
touch us. We were turned 
down everywhere because of 
the bill," he said. 

“ I feel badly that Pechiney 
pulled out under such circum¬ 
stances as they had put a real 
effort and a lot of money into 
getting it into operation," he 
said. 

Fowlds said that production 
is proceeding well w'ith a 900- 
ton-per-month level being 
maintained. 

""We still have a margin 
even with copper selling at 66 
cents today and can maintain 
the mine,” he added. 

Fowlds said that he is cer¬ 
tain that Jordan River Mine 
must qualify for some of the 
exemption hinted at last week 
by Mines Minister Leo Nim- 
sick. The minister indicated 
lelief for starting projects. 


Fowlds said that the com¬ 
pany has four years left in a 
firm contract with Mtts u trtst i t* 
of Japan for the concentrate, 
which is hauled by truck to 
Hutch Point near Ouwichan 
Hay for shipment. 

The claim for the high 
grade ore was first staked in 
1915. The first production, 
under previous owners, began 
in 1963 but flooding soon 
slopped the effort. Next pro¬ 
duction phase began early in 
1972. 

The mine attracted wide 
local interest as Cowdchan 
Copper but in 1968 a series of 
company formations and ref¬ 
ormations, with the company 
rames of Cerna and Crownex 
involved, eventually evolved 
into Dison International. 

Fowlds said: 

"There are a loi of j#»ople 
dejjending on this mine for a 
living, and it’s our job to keep 
it running . . .”

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‘Gloves off’ as soccer dispute flares anew 


British Columbia's soccer pot boiled over again Thurs¬ 
day. 

Following a letter to the B.C. Soccer League from secre¬ 
tary Alex Kemp of the B.C. Soccer Commission, Victoria 
Gorge-Molsons and Victoria London Boxing Club have can¬ 
celled their season openers this weekend. 

Gorge-Molsons were to have played New Westminster 
Blues at Royal Athletic Park on Satyrday while London Box¬ 
ing Club was slated for a match Sunday against North Shore 
Pauls on the Mainland. 

The two Island clubs, which played in the first division of 
the BCSL last season, are the centre of a jurisdictional strug¬ 
gle between the league and the B.C. Soccer Commission. 


The league wants the two Victoria teams to be part of the 
12-team first division this season but the commission has 
ruled that the clubs must abide by a regionalization order 
and play in the Premier League of the Vancouver Island 
Soccer League. 

Kemp’s letter said: 

“I am directed by the chairman of the B.C. Soccer Asso¬ 
ciation Commission to again bring to your attention that 
regionalization has been implemented by this association and 
that teams must play in geographical regions in which they 
originate. 

“Failure to do so may resuh in their suspension and 
could have serious consequences ton) the players involved.” 


Gordon Gloster of Vancouver, vice president of the BCSL, 
said Thursday he did not receive the registered letter but 
knew of the contents and contacted the Victoria teams by 
telephone. 

"We decided we wouldn’t jeopardize the standings of the 
clubs and players although we would have preferred them to 
play,” said Gloster. 

Gloster said “the gloves are off now” and hinted at court 
action to fight the regionalization order. He saijd he will meet 
with Bill Stirling of Vancouver, chairman of the Canadian 
Soccer Commission, early next week to try and clarify the 
situation. 


Larry Marshall, president of Gorge-Molsons, expressed 
“bitter disappointment” at. the new development. 

"We still feel it’s discrimination,” Marshall added. 

“They haven’t given up yet,” reported coach Dave Keith 
of his players. “Their concern is ‘when do we get to play?’ ” 

He said the club's first priority is to continue to play In 
the BCSL. 

“If denied, rather than take it to court, they (players) 
would then be prepared to play as a team in the Premier 
Division of the VISL.” 

Keith stressed, however, that the second alternative 
would not be followed until every effort to keep the club in 
the B.C. league is exhausted.

MONTREAL (CP) — Dur¬ 
ing its upcoming 75-game ex¬ 
hibition schedule the National 
Hockey League will experi¬ 
ment with two role innova¬ 
tions designed to speed up 
play. 

One proj>osal would limit 
player changes to when play 
is in progress or during a 
stoppage in play following a 
goal or a penalty call. 

Under the second rule a 
team would get a free shot if 
any player (including the 
goaltender) on the opposing 
team created a stoppage in 
play unnecessarily.

But he must 
take the standard face-off 
stance, his teammates must 
be onside and his shot must 
be towards the net. 

r rhe goaltender must re¬ 
main in his net until the refe¬ 
ree blows the whistle. 

* Following the exhibition 
season which starts Sept. 19 
and ends Oct 1, the NHL gov¬ 
ernors will vote on whether to 
adopt the rules for the 74-75 
season.

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If you are going to catch coho in lower Vancouver Island 
waters this year this should be the weekend to get them. 

What is thought to be the peak of the ocean coho run was 
In Juan de Fuca Strait this week. 

Commercial netters in Juan de Fuca Monday and Tues¬ 
day *— 28 seiners and 145 gillneOters — took 119,969 coho, 2827 
sockeye and one pink. 

That compares with 27,000 coho and 25,000 sockeye for the 
week previous aqd indicates the coho run this week is nearly 
five times stronger than it was the week before. 

Last weekend, lower Island anglers didn't do very well in 
coho — 93 for 376 boats at Sooke waters, 25 for 325 boats in 
Victoria waters, 10 for 185 boats in Oak Bay waters, 10 for 116 
boats in Sidney waters and 58 for 624 boats in Saanich Inlet 
waters. 

Main sprats success in titrate waters was for jack chinooks 
from three to eight pounds with the odd heavy chinook up to 
the 30s. 

The fish are on the move through Juan de Fuca. The nets 
came up Tuesday. By the weekend they will have had four 
and five days to make it through the comparative safety of 
the sports fishing reserve. Keep your fingers crossed and try 
to be Johnny-on-the-spot. 

★ ★ ★ 

There already has been a big improvement in the sports 
fishing waters off Sooke-Becher Bay-Pedder Bay. 

Henry Rollin describes Becher Bay fishing “like old 
times." He limited on coho to 16 pounds using eight ounces of 
weight, 100 feet of line, Super Minnow Teaser with a six-inch 
minnow. 

Thursday morning, the report from Becher Bay was “ev¬ 
erybody’s limiting on coho." 

At Pedder jacks and the odd big chinook were still 
providing the most action, but the coho were just starting to 
show in the Thursday catch. 

Porlier Pass has been giving up some good coho fishing, 
which would indicate some of these Juan de Fuca coho are 
heading for the Fraser. 

By the weekend there should be coho right through to Sid¬ 
ney and even in.to Saanich Inlet where fishing for coho and 
ehinooks has been unusually good the past week. 

The Juan de Fuca peak holds some hope for Cowichan 
Ray waters which have l»een almost dead as far as sports 
fishing is concerned. 


Gremlins crept into our Wednesday column about .Cow¬ 
ichan Bay. There are no definite plans at the moment for a 
salmon hatchery to serve lower Island waters. The “no” was 
dropped in the column. 

There are plans for more hatcheries up-Island and lower 
Island rivers have been studied in the past, but are not in im¬ 
mediate plans. 


Up-Island coho fishing continues fantastic from Sangster 
Island north. 

At French Creek there have been lots of fish, but they 
have been deep - 40 fathoms, down with the big herring. 

Dick and June James report Deep Bay coho fishing “ter¬ 
rific, on Radiant Old Smokey bucktail, abalose spinner, 100 
feet of 10-pound-test line and one ounce of weight.” 

Off Flora Island at the southern end of Hornby stand 
coho limits are being taken in the matter of minutes by an¬ 
glers who take time out t> get fresh minnows 

Off Point Holmes at Cbmox bait and bucktail flies are 

producing limits. 

Off Bates Beach daylight to nine a.m. has been best for 
coho on bucktails, from close to shore to a mile out. The fish 
had been smallish, but in past few days the bigger coho have 
shown, up to nine pounds. 

Off Campbell River the big northerns are starting to 
show. 

Anglers describe Vancouver Island’s coho-filled waters as 
•*a joy to behold ... a hive of action . . . with birds working 
and fish swirling everywhere.” 

Albemd Inlet is the hot spot for tyee salmon right now . . . 
almost everywhere from San Mateo, through Nahmint and 
China Creek, to the Port Alberni Harbor.

Courageous wins again Edinburgh sides 

will play here 


NEWPORT, R.I. (AP) — 
• The United States defender 
Courageous, showing her ver¬ 
satility in all conditions, 
whipped Australian rival 
Southern Cross by another 
impressive margin Thursday 
in the America’s Cup yachting 
series. 

The margin of victory was 
one minute. 11 seconds as the 
long, lean 12-metre sloop 
made it two in a row in the 
best-of-seven international 
competition. 

Both boats hoisted protest 
Hags seven minutes before 
the start over a 24.3-mile 


Olympic course seven miles 
outside Newport Harbor. 

More than six hours after 
the race, an international jury 
headed by Italy’s Dr. Beppe 
Croce said neither boat had 
grounds for protest. The rul¬ 
ing allowed Courageous’ vic¬ 
tory to stand. 

Although no deetails of the 
incident were divulged imme¬ 
diately, it occurred less than 
100 yards from the yacht car¬ 
rying the three-man jury that 
later judged the case. 

Although the margin of vic¬ 
tory was less, the second race 
was almost a replay of the 
first outing Tuesday with Cou¬ 


rageous again proving superi¬ 
ority in both tactics and in all 
major points of sailing. The 
American boat won the first 
race by 4 minutes, 54 seconds. 

Courageous, making the 
22nd defence of the 123-year- 
old America’s Cup first won 
by the United States in 1851, 
was commanded by Ted 
Hood. Southern Cross had vet¬ 
eran Jim Hardy at the helm. 

The third race in the series 
is scheduled for today. 

Courageous, which had pro- 
fitted from a two-second lead 
at the start Tuesday, let her 
rival get. the jump Thursday 
but quickly made up for it. 


Sailing directly into the 
wind on tj^e first leg of the tri¬ 
angular, six-legged course, 
Courageous made her move 
just before the halfway mark 
of the leg. Her crew made a 
superb headsail change and 
darted in front to gain an ad¬ 
vantage she never relin¬ 
quished. 

In the two races thus far, 
Hood and his crew have 
shown remarkable handling, 
in light wind and in fresh 
breezes, particularly on the 
windward beats of the course 
where Southern Cross was ex¬ 
pected to be at her best.

OTTAWA (CP) — A federal 
health department spokesman 
here Wednesday brushed 
aside suggestions by United 
States scientists that fluoro¬ 
carbons, used as propellents 
in aerosol spray cans, may be 
seriously damaging Earth’s 
protective ozone cover. 

The scientists, speaking in 
Atlantic City, N.J., at a meet¬ 
ing of die American Chemical 
Society Tuesday, said threats 
to the layer of stratospheric 
ozone, which shields the earth 
from much of the sun’s ultra¬ 
violet radiation, could lead to 
a higher incidence of human 
skin cancer. 

Fluorocarbons. man-made 
chemicals, also are used as 
solvents. fire-extinguishing 
agents, in plastics, electrical 
insulation, air conditioners 
and refrigeration systems. 

But the health department 
spokesman said an estimate 
that fluorocarbons gathering 
in the atmosphere could re¬ 
duce the ozone level 10 per 
cent within 50 years was 
based only on "theoretical 
calculations.’’ 

Small quantities of the 
chemical could be detected in 
the atmosphere using very 
sensitive methods but ar¬ 
guments that the situation is 
endangering ozone were not. 
based on "real, sound evi¬ 
dence." 

Ozone, a form of oxygen, 
constantly was regenerating 
itself-’ 

The spokesman added that 
he did not know of any Cana¬ 
dian government studies of 
the effects of fluorocarbons.

‘Petty spy system’ 
prompts resignation 


Rather than expose herself 
to a "petty spy system,” 
North Saanich Aid. Herta 
Hartmanshenn has decided 
not to seek re-election when 
her one-year council term ex¬ 
pires in December. 

She said Thursday that her 
decision was brought about by 
passage of the new Public Of¬ 
ficials and Employees Disclo¬ 
sure Act which, she said, re¬ 
minds her of the block 
snooper system in Nazi Ger¬ 
many. 

"I realize that my decision 
unfortunately can only be a 
symbolic gesture," she said, 
’’but while it is still not too 
late it is a decision I have lo 
make.” f 

Miss Hartmanshenn will not 
make the mandatory disclo¬ 
sures. The act stipulates that 
any public official who ref¬ 
uses to disclose financial hold¬ 
ings can serve out the year, 
but cannot run again.

B.C. Conservative leader 
Scott Wallace said Thursday 
he is delighted by the an¬ 
nouncement that provincial 
legislation will be, amended to 
IJCipmriit creation of a super 
hospital planning agency in 
the Capital Region. 

"At last we are on the move 
to provide the Greater Vic¬ 
toria region with much need¬ 
ed hospital facilities,” said 
Wallace, who as MEA for Oak 
Bay and a medical doctor. 

He was commenting on an 
announcement by Capital Re¬ 
gion Hospital Board chairman 
Art Young that agreement on | 
establishing such an agency 
had been reached in a meet¬ 
ing this week with Health 
Minister Dennis Cocke, wiio 
promised amendments to the 
Regional Hospital Act. 

The 12 - member hospital 
and health planning commis¬ 
sion will plan the region’s hos¬ 
pital development, a function 
that now rests with the re¬ 
gion, advised by a hospital 
advisory committee. 

"The reason that hospital 
development in this area has 
been really delayed and com¬ 
pletely inadequate has been 
that the advisory group would 
make recommendations to the 
regional hospital board but 
somehow official action was 
never taken," Wallace said. 

"As a result, we are years 
behind in providing the facili¬ 
ties," he said, adding that 
money voted for hospital pur¬ 
poses in the $22.5 million ref¬ 
erendum of March 1973 has 
not yet been spent. 

He said the move is also an 
important one for the rest of 
British Columbia. 

"It will be very important 
to read the proposed amend¬ 
ment to see what authority it 
gives to the new planning 


agency, and how members 
are to be appointed and by 
whom ... by the regional 
board or by the minister,” 
Wallace said. 

"I would hope that they are 
giving this new advisory plan¬ 
ning committee teeth, that is 
real power to ensure its rec¬ 
ommendations are imple¬ 
mented by the board.” 

Wallace said that he is 
always "apprehensive about 
another level of bureaucracy.

Opening night is like walk¬ 
ing into a cage of lions for 
some actors. For Gary Col¬ 
lins, every day is opening 
night. And the lions aren't 
even caged. He’s the co-star, 
with Diana Muldaur, of the 
new series Bom Free (Mon¬ 
days, NBC, 8-9 p.m.) based on 
the true adventures of George 
and Joy Adamson also record¬ 
ed in Living Free, and Forev¬ 
er Free. 

Kenya calling! On the tele¬ 
phone from Nairobi Collins is 
talking about working with 
lions. 

"I really look forward to it. 

I get pp for it — like opening 
night. There's an air of expec¬ 
tancy, danger. 

"You never know exactly 
what might happen. You just 
can’t completely control the 
lions’ reactions. 

"I've learned you can’t lie 
to them either—like children, 
they know what yew are feel¬ 
ing, when you love them and 
when you’re scared of them. 
Fright comes zooming out of 
you at 300 miles an hour and 
they pick it up right away.” 

Is Gary Collins scared of 
them? “Well, let’s 6ay wary,” 
he chuckles over the amazing¬ 
ly clear connection. ‘‘We all 
came here to Kenya a month 
or so early so we could work 
with the lions, get used to 
them' — and have them get 
used to us. 

"Let’s face it, I don’t go 
around playing with them 
unless T am paid to do it. I’m 
not about to spend my time 
off with them. I figure the 
less exposwre. the better my 
chances are of nothing hap¬ 
pening. 

"Their trainers are the first 
to tell you that the cats can¬ 
not be trusted 100 percent. If 
you play around with them 
and think you’re going to be¬ 
come veal palsy-walsy with 
them — that’s a mistake. I 
did a scene with one of them 
for the trailers which set up 
the show each week (we go 
back to Elsa in all her grow¬ 
ing stages). 

"A 200-pounder a little 
one and I were rbughhous- 
ing while we did the filming 
and the little cat nearly bit 
' my arm off. She was having a 
marvelous time and it was all 
a game for her. For me. it 
was a close shave." 

Aren’t the lions fixed in 
some way so as not to harm 
the stars? “No, most of them 
are not declawed or defanged 
or fixed in any way. They’re 
just, well, disciplined... I 
hope.” 

Bom Free, produced for 
NBC by Columbia Pictures 
television (formerly Screen 
Gems) is one of the most cost¬ 
ly TV series ever made. 
Everything is shot on location 
in Kenya in East Africa 
mostly in an area called Nai- 
vasha. an hour and a half out¬ 
side of Nairobi on Lake Nai- 
vasha, part of an extinct vol¬ 
cano.

daughter Mary Clancy, live in 
a marina close by. 

There’s a 300-acre com¬ 
pound for the animals — with 
a little island which is used 
for most of the lion shots. "So 
we can cut off theii* exit in 
case something goes wrong,” 
says Collins. 

Have things ever gone 
wrong? "Well, not often. 

There have been loads of 
visitng firemen and tourists. 
Jacqueline Onassis, for in¬ 
stance, and her two Kennedy 
children. 

"The lions are easily dis¬ 
tracted. They think people are 
game — that's one thing we 
haven’t been able to breed out 
of them. Children, especially, 
are interesting to them. 

"One day when Diana and I 
were shooting with one of the 
eight lions wdio plays Elsa at 
various stages in her life, an 
American teenager and two 
tots came up to the S’i-foot- 
high fence. The boy had a 
snake which he wanted to sell 
to one of our trainers. The 
lion was completely docile 
and we were rubbing and 
scratching her when suddenly 
she turned around and saw 
the children. 

"Immediately her eyes 
glazed over and she started to

stalk them. The trainers start¬ 
ed hollering for the kids to get 
out of there. When I protested 
that the fence would protect 
them, the trainer told me 
that the lion would go over it 
In two seconds. So the kids 
took off screaming and the 
trainer managed to catch up 
with the stalking lion. 

Ht put a little ammonia in 
her nose to slow her down 
that’s the quickest way to re¬ 
gain a lion’s attention." 

Are the Adamsons on loca¬ 
tion with the cast? "Well 
George and Joy okay every 
script and make sure the 
story lines are dedicated to 
wildlife conservation, which 
seems to be their main aim In 
life. 

Joy Is a frequent visitor 
here to check that things go 
along well and to give the 
lions a scratch behind the ear. 
George, though, is a kind of 
hermit. He is so wrapped up 
in his lions and the rehabili¬ 
tation of animals that he 
hasn’t been down here at all. 

"He’s got a camp about 200 
miles from here and his only 
communication is a radio that 
can only receive. I’m going 
up to see him one of these 
days. I understand'that most 
of their royalties go to a wild¬ 
life fund which they have set 
up.” 


Collins and Miss Muldaur 
are now in the process of 
shooting their ninth episode. 
Each one has a 10-day shoot¬ 
ing schedule. According to 
Collins, his contract calls for 
15 with a go-ahead for seven 
more to come in the middle of 
October, if the series catches 
# on. 

If? Says Collins: "From the 
little I’ve seen and the input 
of information I get from the 
states, this series is going to 
knock everybody on their 
elbow. So I count on being 
here for two, three, four more 
years. 

"I’m proud of what we're 
doing. We have literally put 
Africa into your living room. 
We're bringing the public a 
picture of Africa at a crucial 
time—when it is just getting 
out of loincloths and into 
penny loafers and suits. 

"We are able to show the 
transitional period—the tribal 
customs which still remain 
while modern techniques and 
philosophies are developing. 

"It’s better than reading the 
National Geographic. We’ve 
got everything—animal 

charges, fights, excitement, a 
documentary on African life, 
and a strong message of con¬ 
servation of wildlife. It has to 
appeal to kids and grownups. 

"Come on over to Naivasha 
and pick up one of those cubs 
and you’ll understand why 
people take them home and 
make them pets. Of course, 
suddenly they're 400 pounds 
and looking hungrily at your 
children ...” 

No, thank you, Mr. Collins, 
you pick them up out there in 
Kenya. I’ll watch it on televi¬ 
sion.

179 Cypriots

by Turks’ 


NICOSIA (UPI) - The Cy¬ 
priot government said Thurs¬ 
day it has documented evi¬ 
dence that the Turkish in¬ 
vasion force executed a total 
of 179 Greek Cypriots - in¬ 
cluding women, children and 
elderly persons. 

The statement, which did 
not give details of the evi¬ 
dence, said the killings took 
place between the time of the 
Turkish Invasion of Cyprus on 
July 20 and Aug. 21. 

An earlier government 
statement a week ago said 130 
Greek Cypriots had been ex¬ 
ecuted by Turkish forces dur¬ 
ing the same period. The 
Turks have said Greek Cy¬ 
priot national guardsmen 
committed mass executions at 
several villages and towns 
during the recent fighting. 

The government simulta¬ 
neously took further steps to 
halt the exodus of Greek Cy¬ 
priots from the island by ban¬ 
ning the export of private au¬ 
tomobiles. 

It has already barred de¬ 
parture of all Greek Cypriot

Many salvaged 
only the clothes they wore in 
fleeing mobs of blacks whose 
anger at the white uprising to 
stall independence for the co¬ 
lony under black rule finally 
boiled over into a two-day 
bloody rampage. Some white 
dissidents were ordered to get 
out of Mozambique in 48 
hours. 

Casualties in the clashes 
throughout Mozambique were 
listed as 100 killed and 250 
wounded, according to the 
Lisbon government. 

The racial violence led to 
postponement in turning over 
power to the black guerrilla 
group, Frelimo. The indepen¬ 
dence pact signed last week¬ 
end had provided for transi¬ 
tion immediately, but political 
sources said this step proba¬ 
bly would not come until 
order was fully restored in 
the next fewdays. 

Truckloads of Portuguese 
troops and Frelimo guerrillas 


patrolled the deserted city 
center and outlying black 
shantytowns Thursday. Barri- 
tersections by armed troops.

ATLANTA (UPI) Two 
top officials of the Ford ad¬ 
ministration warned Thursday 
that inflation has seriously 
hurt tflie housing industry and 
more bad times may be 
ahead. 

“I don’t think there’s any 
doubt that housing is in 
serious trouble,” said James 
Lynn, secretary of housing 
and urban development, dur¬ 
ing the first regional pre-sum¬ 
mit omfe«rence on inflation. 

“TTiere was certainly uni¬ 
formity of thinking with re¬ 
spect tr> inflation hurting 
• housing i badly, hurting 
everyone." he added during 
a break in the meeting. 

Dr. Alan Greenspan, chair¬ 
man of the council of econom¬ 
ic advisers, told leaders of the 
housing and construction in¬ 
dustry attending the v 'c75tffcr- 
ence their industries will con¬ 
tinue to be depressed until in¬ 
flation is brought under con¬ 
trol. 

“What we’ve got is an ex¬ 
ceptionally dull, sluggish 
economy that is not likely to 
T ick up in any way until the 
spring., of 1975,’’ said Green¬ 
span. 

Lynn said control of credit 
to enable more people to pur¬ 
chase homes, tax incentives 
for savings accounts to give 
lending institutions more capi¬ 
tal and direct government 
subsidies to put more money 
into circulation all would help 
ease the problem. 


The most dire prediction on 
the future of the building and 
construction business came 
from union leader John 
Lyons, president of the lnter- 
national Association of 
Bridge, Structural and Or¬ 
namental Iron Workers. 

“We may all be on the 
verge of a ma jor disaster in 
construction, the largest in¬ 
dustry in the country,” Lyons 
said. “We’ve got. a national 
emergency."

LONDON (UPI) As long 
ago as last January the re¬ 
spected Economist Magazine 
advised Britons that there 
were only three ways to beat 
inflation to emigrate, to 
live off bread and cheese in 
rented accommodation or to 
gel sent to jail. 

It is barely possible to joke 
about it. But there seems no 
better way of beating it than 
taking the economist’s advice. 
Britain’s galloping inflation 
rate runs neck and neck with 
Italy for Europe’s booby 
prize, and is one of the worst 
anywhere in the world. 

It is likely to be the major 
issue in the nationwide elec¬ 
tions expected in October. 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
is seeking a mandate to rule 
with a firmer hand than is 
possible with his present mi¬ 
nority government. But the 
opposition Conservatives have 
already brought inflation into 
the campaign. 

Inflation has replaced the 
weather as topic A. 

Good old days 

Britain's official cost-of-liv¬ 
ing index — up 17.1 per cent 
in the year ending in July up 
9.7 per cent just since Jan. 

1 Makes simple doitole-digH 
inflation look like the good old 
days. 

Around the beginning of the 
year, when inflation ran a 
mere 15 i>er cent, the econo¬ 
mist also calculated what it 
would mean if that rate con¬ 
tinues unabated. 

‘If a house Is expected to 
last 70 years, a new house 
bought for $36,000 today will 
he worth a discounted $638.4 
million at the end of its life.”

More expensive 

Last month a London re¬ 
porter got a copy of a 
midwestem newpaper whose 
front page lamented Ameri¬ 
can inflation.

Converted them to British 
pounds, then matched them 
against the cheapest buys she 
could find in Britain.

All other prod¬ 
ucts, including meat, milk, 
coffee powder, soap, houses, 
are now more expensive in 
Britain than in the United 
States.

British Incomes 
have kept pace so far — but 
only on paper. Every pay in- j

Visible 

Inflation is the enemy of 
all our societies, a dry rot 
which eats away ai (he fabric 
of our institutions." Mrs. Wil¬ 
liams said. In Britain, the rot 
is already visible. 

Public services like trans¬ 
portation and mail have 
slipped drastically. Inflation 
makes their government-set 
wage rates unattractive and 
staffing levels have plummet¬ 
ed below the minimum. 

Far-fetched ideas like a mil¬ 
itary coup in staid, law-abid¬ 
ing Britain are being serious¬ 
ly discussed.

Tory leader Scott Wallace 
was among the first,members 
of the Legislature to file de¬ 
tails of his financial affairs in 
the legislative clerk’s office 
Thursday.

Their dream ’s 
coming true

UNION BAY A long- 
i herished dream is coming 
true for 7.3-year-old retired E. 
and N. Rail roadmasier, Joe 
Walker. 

For three years, Walker 
dreamed of die ddjv.when 
valuable waterfront land in 
this village of 1.000 residents 
12 miles south of Courtenay, 
could be developed to provide 
a major recreational facility. 

Now, under Walker’s super¬ 
vision, village volunteers are 
putting finishing touches to a 
community boat launching 
ramp, a park and a picnic 
area. 

The project has opened up 
1,000 feet of waterfront on 
Baynes Sound, across from 
rich fishing areas off Den¬ 
man and Tree islands. 

"It’s been a wholehearted 
effort by residents of this 
area, who have volunteered 
their time and energy to bring 
this dream to fruition,” said 
Walker. 

For Walker! who says he is 
too busy to get old, the past 
three years have been full of 
frustrations, mainly because 
of shortage of money. "We 
improvised and always 
seemed to be able to find a 
way out of any predicament 
that faced us.” 

One of the happiest days of 
Joe’s life came last week 
when he received word from 
C >mox MLA Karen Sanford, 
that the highways department 


was making a special $10,000 
grant fo the Union Bay Com¬ 
munity Association to assist 
in completion of the com¬ 
munity boat ramp |inject. 

"We certainly owe the 
much-maligned NDP MLA a 
big vote of thanks for her ef¬ 
forts on our behalf,” said 
Walker. 

"Ms. Sanford has been 
making representations on be¬ 
half of the association to the 
highways and recreation and 
conservation departments for 
two years. 

"It's wonderful to see her 
efforts bear such fruit,” said 
Walker. ' 

He said the association still 
needs about $15,000 to com¬ 
plete the .job. 

He is keeping his fingers 
crossed that the remaining 
money can be obtained from 
the Provincial Community 
Recreation Facilities Fund. 

Ms. Sanford explained that, 
through the fund alone was 
because there is no specific 
fund for boat launching facili¬ 
ties. and because a grant to 


cover one-third of the cost 
of the Union Bay group, she 
not enough to meet the needs 
of the Union By grup. she 
had to "sell” the project to 
the departments concerned. 

"The guidelines for grants 
from the recreation fund have 
had to be stretched somewhat 
for Union Bay’s project to 
qualify," said the MLA. 

She said she was glad the 
two departments ahe listening 
lo her arguments. 

“This project has been 
made possible through the de¬ 
votion and hard work of a 
group of residents who have 
donated much labor and 
equipment to this most worth¬ 
while task,” said Ms. Sanford.

DES MOINES (UPH - The 
usually mundane task of writ¬ 
ing weather reports and sum¬ 
maries has taken a colorful, 
artistic look in Iowa due to 
the inspired work of the Na¬ 
tl o n a 1 Weather Service’s 
“poet laureate” in Des 
Moines. 

Paul Waite, a 30-year 
weather service forecasting 
veteran, has a unique way of 
reporting the average fair 
skies and normal tempera¬ 
tures. 

A sample: 

“Above the rest the sun 
never lies, foretells the 
change of weather in the 
skies. For if he rise unwilling 
to his race, clcAids upon his 
brow and stops upon his face. 

“Or if through mist he 
shoots sullen beams, frugal of 
light in loose and straggling 
streams. Suspect a drizzling 
day in southern rain, fatal to 
fruits, flocks and promised 
grain.” 

Waite said his descriptive 
prose was "basically just an¬ 
other way of saying there was 
a chance of rain that day with 


the possibility that it would be 
sunny through partly cloudy 
skies. It’s from Virgil’s Geor¬ 
gies, although I’ve quoted 
Shakespeare and Robert 
Browning.” 

Waite first began the poetic 
weather summaries on the 
weather service wire that is 
fed to television, radio and 
newspaper rooms last Jan¬ 
uary. 

“It .nist so happened that 
the beginning of the January' 
thaw coincided with the $e- 
tum of the swallows back to 
Capistrano for the second 
year in a row, and T sum¬ 
marized the weather compar¬ 
ing one to the other." he said. 

However, Waite said what 
“really turns me on" are the 
brilliant midwest sunsets, 
which once prompted him to 
write: 

“Upon blazing, pencil thin 
clouds came the sunset over 
the corn-filled lands of the 
hawkeye state.” 

I actually go outside and 
view the sunsets before I 
write about them," Waite 
said. "It’s a beautiful sight on 
a quiet evening.”

Central Saanich marina battle

“At least a thousand” phone 
tips and long-established po¬ 
lice routine have been com¬ 
bined into what has become 
one of the biggest murder 
investigations in Greater Vic¬ 
toria history in the Esquimau 
double-death case of one week 
ago today. 

Police Chief Arthur Burton 
managed to grab a few min¬ 
utes Thursday to discuss with 
a Colonist reporter the 
progress of the probe into the 
beatings and stabbings of Iso- 
bel Plume and Florence 
Bevan at Ray’s Food Market, 
1325 Esouimalt. 

How many phone tips have 
Esquimau police received 
since the bodies were found at 
2:30 p m. last Friday? 

Said Button: “At least a 
thousand." 

How many callers respond¬ 
ed to composite drawings of 
two possible witnesses pub¬ 
lished Thursday in the Colo¬ 
nist? 

“Many . . . many ... we 
are tracing all leads.”

“Three dozen is a fair es¬ 
timate.”

Isobel Plume and Florence Bevan died of 
bleeding from multiple wounds, Dr. John 
Marsden told a coroner's jury Thursday 
night. 

Marsden. pathologist with Victoria Gener¬ 
al Hospital, jjerformed autopsies on the two 
victims of a brutal murder at Ray’s Food 
Market. 1325 Esquimau, last Friday. 

Dr R. S. Conn, general practitioner, of 
1230 Esquimau, told Coroner Edmond Jorre 
de St. Jorre and an all-male jury of six that 
he was called to the scene by Esquimau 
police. 

Conn testified that in a small, inner 
storeroom the two victims lay on the floor in 
one huge jkjoI of blood but there were no 
signs of disorder. 

Mareden testified that Mrs. Bevan had 20 


external wounds which had cracked her 
skull and fractured her ribs. 

Mrs. Plume had 47 external wounds which 
had broken nine of her ribs, fractured her 
skull and cut several arteries. 

He said the death weapon was "very 
sharp" and possibly was a knife but he did 
not rule out that it might have been a bayo- 
het. 

He said the women could have been un¬ 
conscious when they were killed. The wounds 
indicated use of a large knife, he said, and 
"a very forceful blow. It would have to he 
because the wounds were inflicted with con¬ 
siderable force.” 

Jorre de St. Jorre adjourned the inquest 
to 7:30 p.m. Oct. 15 in the law courts.

The project furthest along is 
Brooklyn Centre, a group of 
office buildings at the bustling 
intersection of Flatbush Ave¬ 
nue and Fulton Street. The 
350.000-square-foot Con Edison 
Buildsing, designed by Skid¬ 
more. Owings and Merrill, is 
one yehr old.

Several blocks away. 
Baruch College, the business 
college of the City College of 
New York, will build a 10-acre 
campus for its 15,000 students. 

A block from the Baruch 
College site, the once- 
moribund Brooklyn Academy 
of Music now attracts enthusi¬ 
astic audiences from the en¬ 
tire city to its often-acclaimed 
dramatic or musical produc¬ 
tions. 

To enhance the academy's 
setting, plans call for the 
demolition of the block of 
motley buildings across the 
street for a landscaped plaza. 

All these plans for the Aca¬ 
demy of Music and Baruch 
College should accelerate the 
improvement of tht surround¬ 
ing Fort Greene neigh¬ 
borhood, w’hich already is in 
the throes of the "brownstone 
revival." 

Tlie city, furthermore, is 
completing a reasonable, sen¬ 
sitive renovation of Olmsted 
and Vaux’s 30-acre Fort 
Greene Park. 

The most exciting change in 
downtown Brooklyn's shop¬ 
ping district, which begins 
iust west of the Academy of 
Music and Fort Greene area, 
will he the arcade along Ful¬ 
ton Street. 

A several-storey tall. 15- 


block-long canopy of steel and 
smoky-color glass will cover 
the sidewalks on both sides of 
the street, which will be re¬ 
duced in width and limited to 
just buses and emergency ve¬ 
hicles. 

Co-ordinated "street furni¬ 
ture." i.e., benches, telephone 
booths, planters, water foun¬ 
tains, and maps, will line the 
widened sheltered sidewalks. 

The arcade also will replace 
the present jumble of street 
signs, advertisements, and 
lights with a coherent scheme 
that will be more tasteful as 
well as more informative. 

Several residential and edu¬ 
cational projects will bring 
more nighttime vitality to the 
area. 

The Schermerhorn-Pacific 
project, just one block from 
Fulton Street’s largest depart¬ 
ment store, will include 991 
middle-income apartments in 
buildings ranging from four- 
storey town houses to a 33- 
storey tower. 

Besides the apartments, 
this self-styled "city within a 
city" will include office and 
retail space, an elementary 
school, community centre, 
garage, and town square. 

The busy Hoyl-Scher- 
merhorn subway station be¬ 
neath the*site will be renovat¬ 
ed to make it more attractive 
for riders and link it to the 
nearby Fulton Street arcade.

TORONTO (CP) - The On¬ 
tario Supreme Court has re¬ 
jected a property-value report 
sent to a couple in nearby 
Pickering whose land was ex¬ 
propriated by the Ontario gov¬ 
ernment. 

The court decision invali¬ 
dates the taking of the cou¬ 
ple’s 12-acre parcel of land 
last May for the proposer! 
North Pickering Community 
where 1.000 other expropria¬ 
tions are in progress 

The court ruled that the 
two-page “appraisal reports" 
attached to exploration offers 
are “not an appraisal repori 
as contemplated by the (Ex¬ 
plorations) Act.” 

The act says offers shall be 
based on “a report appraising 
the market value of the 
lands” and the province 
"shall serve a copy of the ap¬ 
praisal report upon the owner 
at the time the offer is 
made.” 

The reports were two-page 
mimeographed forms signed 
by N. H. Storey, appraisal su¬ 
pervisor for North Pickering 
Development Project. an 
agency of the Ontario Housing 
Ministry. 

Lawyer James Ron son. re¬ 
presenting Roy and Sheila 
Bambrough of Che i*r> wood. 
Ont., told a panel of three 
.judges under Chief Justice 
Dalton Wells that the forms 
were not appraisal reports. 


Delivering the judgment for 
the panel, Mr. Justice Lloyd 
Houlden said a person whose 
property is being expropriat¬ 
ed “should be able to deter¬ 
mine if he should proceed to 
arbitration < before the com¬ 
pensation board • or should 
settle.” 

“There is no detail of how 
the value is arrived at." 

Details ..of the property 
value were not available. 

Mr. Justice Wells told 
Brock Grant, lawyer for the 
province, that if it does not 
give the Bambroughs an ade¬ 
quate report as contemplated 
under the act. "we will be 
more unfriendly than we are 
now." 

Mr. Justice Houlden said 
the report Storey signed “is 
not an appraisal report, and if 
Mr. Storey doesn’t know what 
an appraisal report is he 
should find someone to lell 
him.”

"Specifically, these guide- 
lines are designed to 
make . . . staff members and 
authors aware of the ways in 
which males and females 
have been stereotyped in pub¬ 
lications.”

LONDON In British ter¬ 
minology, a “skiver” is a 
worker who clocks in on the 
job and gets paid for his 
work, bul doesn't pul out full 
time. ‘ 

The "skiver” will pul in 
part of his shift in a factory, a 
shop or a construction job, 
and then put in the rest of it 
playing cards, drinking tea or 
just plain loafing. 

As everywhere in the world, 
there are “skivers" in this 
country. Equally, there are 
conscientious, devoted and un¬ 
selfish workers like those 
in a sewing-machine factory 
plagued with sales troubles 
who agreed to work only four 
shifts weekly to provide work 
I for some fellow' employees 

I threatened with layoffs. 

Some “skivers" make no 
|| bones about their work habits. 

|j They joke among themselves 
■ about how little they do but # 
11 they don't like outsiders eri- 
I ticizing their work regimen. 

| Great was the indignation 
I recently, therefore, when a 
journalist-author said in a 
radio interview that the huge 
British Leyland automobile 
plant at Cowley, near Oxford, 
northwest of here, was “a 
skivers’ paradise." 

The allegation came from 
Graham Turner — and was 
broadcast as some 13.000 Brit¬ 
ish Leyland workers at the 
firm’s Conley, Birmingham, 
Longbridgc and Bathgate 
plants were on strike. 

“Unadulteraled rubbish.” 
cried David Buckle, district 
secretary of the Transport 
and General Workers' Union 
which represents most of the 
24.000-man work force at Con¬ 
ley. “The men will be very 
angry about this.” 

“A gross distortion." Brit¬ 
ish Leyland said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Personnel director Geoffrey 
Whalen of the firm's body and 
assembly ^divisions acknowl¬ 
edged there were some men 
on the payroll not working full 
shifts, but explained the com¬ 
pany was keeping them “until 
we can find them new jobs." 

Turner, however, stood 
firm. And a former Cowley 
factory worker endorsed the 
author's allegations. 

He said he had talked with 8 
or 10 of British Leyland's 
Cowley workers and admitted 
they might be "rogues and 
liars.” 

"But 1 believe them to be 
honest men,” Turner went on, 
"men who actually would be 
happier lo work much harder 
than they are working. How¬ 
ever. they find themselves in 
a situation where it is not pos¬ 
sible — either because of 
weak management or because 
the unions have had, and per¬ 
haps still have, such a grip on 
that plant that anybody who 
kicks up rough and says 'Hey, 
this isn’t good enough,’ will 
get safron.” 

Turner said the 8 or 10 Brit¬ 
ish Leyland Cowley em¬ 
ployees he had interviewed 
had told him: 


• Men on a night shift in 
one department clocked in 
about 10 p.m., worked three 
hours then went to bed. 

• One man worked about 
half an hour daily and spent 
considerable lime sunbathing. 

• Some Cowley men 
worked half their shift hours 
and spent the rest playing 
cards. 

"One foremen told me," 
Turner Said, "that they had 
great difficulty getting people 
back on the line if they’ve 
been on the losing end of a 
card game.” 

The men he interviewed 
joked "about how little people 
do, and how much people can 
get away with,” Turner con¬ 
tinued. adding: "The stories 
that the workers tell really 
make your hair stand on end 

even if only half of them 
are true. 

"Very many of the workers 
have said that the (Cowley) 
plant could well work on half 
the workers who are at 
present employed there," he 
said. 

John Underwood, a Cowley 
worker, called Turner’s alle¬ 
gations "a lot of twaddle.” 


But Jack Read, a former 
Cowley employee. backed 
them up. 

"I used to go in at 8 p.m. 
for the night shift, and by 
12:30 I could go to sleep until 
6:30 in the morning,” he said, 
adding: "Those who didn’t 
want to sleep played cards, 
draughts (checkers) or shove 
ha'penny (a sort of lagging 
game.played on a board about 
20 inches by 14 inches.)”

' WASHINGTON (UPI) 

Two astronomers predict in a 
hook published Thursday that 
a rare alignment of'the plan¬ 
ets tin 1982 will touch off a 
chain of events that will trig¬ 
ger a great earthquake along 
California's San Andreas fault 
system. 

"In particular, the Los An¬ 
geles region will, we believe, 
be subjected to the most mas¬ 
sive earthquake experienced 
by a major centre of popula¬ 
tion during this century," 
says Drs. John R. Gribbin 
and Stephen H. Plagemann. 

They say the San Andreas 
fault system, which runs from 
north of San Francisco down 


to the Gulf of California, is 
under great strain and just 
waiting for something to kick 
off major earth movements. 

That nudge, they argue in 
The Jupiter Effect, is likely to 
occur when all nine planets 
will be lined up on the same 
side of the sun for the first 
time In 179 years. At the same 
time in 198-2, the sun is ex¬ 
pected to be undergoing its 
maximum sunspot activity 
over an 11-year period. 

Gribbin and Plagemann say 
the combination of tidal 
forces of the planets on the 
sun and the normal activity 
increase will generate great 
outbursts of solar radiation

Prehistoric conclusions altered 

New civilization found 


CHAMPAIGN, 111. (UP1) 
Recent archeological diggings 
in Ecuador have revealed a 
completely new chapter in the 
prehistory of that country and 
all of South America, accord¬ 
ing to a University of Illinois 
archeologist. 

Professor Donald Lathrap, 
who has just returned from 
Ecuador, said Wednesday he 
found that prehistoric Indians 
who had been believed to he 
simple fishermen and shell¬ 
fish collectors were in fact 
settled farmers, making pot¬ 
tery and living in communi¬ 
ties of more than 1,000 inhabi¬ 
tants. 


Sugar 

bloats 


Lethrap four yebrs ago was 
credited with reversing the 
Ihinking about the spread of 
prehistoric civilization' along 
the Amazon River, showing 
that culture moved from the 
lowlands instead of from the 
mountains as previously 
thought. 

His newest studies involve 
the Valdivia Indians, who 
lived in the Ecuador lowlands 
5.000 years ago. The signifi¬ 
cance of these Indians on cul¬ 
tural development in the west¬ 
ern hemisphere has cone 
unrecognized, Lathrap said. 

"The Valdivia had a well 


developed civilization which 
has been overlooked because 
Ihey did not build with stone,” 
Lathrap said. 

I^athrap and others from 
the university explored a site 
near Guayaquil, Ecuador’s 
largest city. In nine days of 
digging. Lathrap said, "the 
group revealed a completely 
new chapter in the prehistory 
of Ecuador.and South Ameri¬ 
ca.” 

Besides unearthing pottery 
of excellent quality. Lathrap ( 
said, the diggers found evi¬ 
dence of a house that had 
probably sheltered several

.STANFORD, Calif. (UPI) - 
Table sugar can cause some 
persons to suffer from a 
bloated feeling or diarrhea, a 
Stanford University professor 
said Thursday. 

Dr. Gary M. Gray, chief of 
the division of gastroen¬ 
terology at the university’s 
school of medicine, said these 
people cannot digest the 
sugar, just as others cannot 
digest*the lactose in milk. 

Stanford scientsts. he said, 
have isolated and character¬ 
ized some of the enzymes ac¬ 
tive in the victims’ intestines. 
One is sucrase, which breaks 
down sugar. 

“If the enzyme is not 
present, sugar from the diet 
remains in the intestine and 
by osmotic action draws 
water out of the tissues into 
the intestine, creating a bloat¬ 
ed feeling and resulting in a 
watery diarrhea.” Gray said. 

Gray said the problem ap¬ 
peared to he a hereditary de¬ 
ficiency in the enzyme which 
breaks down sugar. 

T fi' e enzyme normally 
allows the sugar to be split in 
the intestine so that the 
smaller products such as blu- 
cose can be assimilated into 
the body. 

Gray said in a paper pre¬ 
pared for a meeting of the 
American Chemical Society 
that contrary too earlier 
thought, most digestion takes 
place not by the action of in¬ 
testinal "juices” hut rather 
by the action of enzymes im- 
l>edded in the surface cells 
lining the small intestine.

M.V. Chesnut’s 

Garden notes — 


In m.v last column w# dis¬ 
cussed the digging up. divid¬ 
ing and replanting of over¬ 
grown and congested peony 
dumps, an operation which 
shouldn’t be performed of- 
tener lhan once every four 
years. 

Peonies always bloom much 
more profusely when allowed 
to go their own way. settling 
down comfortably in the one 
spot until the bush becomes 
too big and floppy, and most 
of the goodness in the soil is 
exhausted. One symptom of 
' tired” soil is when the oul 
flowers start shedding their 
petals after only a day in 
water. 

I should point out that the 
planting instructions I gave 
yesterday apply not only to 
the pieces of root from your 
old peony clumps, but also to 
newly purchased peony roots, 
and I do hope you will be or¬ 
dering and setting out some of 
these_glorious plants this fall. 

Some dealers and cata¬ 
logues list their peonies only 
by the color of the flower, of¬ 
fering pink, white or red. hut 
purchased in this way. you 
will be getting only the com¬ 
monest kinds — types seen in 
almost every garden where 
peonies are grown.

peonies by name, for a named 
peony is a plant with a pedi¬ 
gree — a thoroughbred and 
an aristocrat among plants. 
For your guidance, here are a 
few varieties, not the newest 
nor necessarily the best, 
which have won a warm place 
in the hearts of the Chesnut 
family: 

FESTIVA MAXIMA This 
is one of our oldest named 
varieties, for it is now- 117 
years since it was bred and 

ised from seed, and it has 
ieen kept going ever since by 
dividing the roots. Any plant 
that can survive for over a 
century withoqt an infusion of 
new blood must be inherently 
strong and vigorous. 

This one is a white peony 
with flecks of crimson on the 
centre petals, and about as 
round as a grapefruit. One 
small fault is a tendency to 
floppiness, and I find it neces¬ 
sary to stake it with one of 
those wire hoop gadgets 
around its middle to support 
its outer stems. 

MONS. JULES ELITE A 
beautiful silvery pink flower, 
somewhat pointed in the 
centre, coming into bloom 
earlier in the year than most 
kinds and lasting a very long 
time in water. 

FELIX CROUSE This is 
about the reddest of the red 


peonies, a brilliant crimson, 
with large, globe-shaped 
blooms. It is a strong grower, 
needing no staking, and has 
an exquisite fragrance. 

ALBERT CROUSE Bred 
and introduced in France in 
the year 1893. Albert Crouse 
makes a very large, beautiful¬ 
ly rounded flower in a fresh 
salmon pink shade. It is 
sweetly fragrant, and is one 
of the Iasi peonies to bloom in 
our garden, which I think is 
an advantage, for it keeps the 
peony show going after the 
early birds have packed it in 
for the season. 

I AURA DESSERT For 
many years the peony special¬ 
ists have attempted to pro¬ 
duce a herbaceous peony wdth 
yellow flowers, and Laura 
Dessert is about the closest so 
far. While it is not a true but¬ 
ter yellow, ii opens a lemon 
yellow in the centre, hlending 
to pink at the outer edges a 
lovely thing. 

KARL ROSENFELD The 
darkest of the dark reds, pro¬ 
viding a welcome contrast to 
the light pastel shades. It is a 
strong grower, with large 
flowers, brilliant and showy, 
but unfortunately without any 
scent. 

LIVINGSTONE The flow¬ 
ers are not the largest but a 
most attractive color a 


pale lilac-rose with silver tips 
to the petals. 

MONS. MARTIN CAHUZAC 
— Another intriguing color — 
a clear carmine-purple combi¬ 
nation, sweetly fragrant. 

SARAH BERNHARDT 
Another old-timer. dating 
back to 1906, and by far the 
most popular peony in our 
garden for cutting. It bears 
large, well-formed blooms in 
an apple-blossom pink shade, 
and is generous to a fault. I 
have had as many as 19 
glorious blooms from one el¬ 
derly plant! Sarah Bemhardl 
has considerably more fra¬ 
grance than most peonies, 
and it lasts a long time in 
water. 

LE CYGNE - The Swan is 
an unpredictable peony, grow¬ 
ing well in one garden and 
failing miserably in the next, 
and for no perceptible reason. 
Because of this, it is rather 
hard to come by. as most 
commercial growers haven'i 
the time or patience to fuss 
with temperamental stars. 

But the American Peony So¬ 
ciety gives Le Cygne the 
highest rating of any peopv 
grown a rating of 9.9 on a 
scale where 10.0 would repre¬ 
sent the impossibly perfect 
flower. The blooms are 
breathtaking in their loveli¬ 
ness a chaste milk white 
with incurved petals. 





A friend was driving me to the air¬ 
port recently and .1 commented on his 
exquisite road courtesy.

* And whatever the moral values 
are.” he went on. "the psychological re¬ 
ward is tremendous. 1 drive home like a 
prince everyone is smiling at me and 
waving thanks and some motorists look 
as it they’d like to get out of their car* 
and kiss my feet just for being decent 
to them.” 


' Don’t you ever get taken advantage 
of that way?" I inquired. 

"That’s the surprising thing aboui 
it." he said. “My courtesy makes other 
drivers more courteous — at least for 
the time being. They suddenly seem to 
realize with a shock that they’re behav¬ 
ing behind the wheel as they never 
would in any face-to-face situation, and 
it seems to humanise them again quite 
spontaneously.” 

"What if every motorist acted as you 
did’’" I observed cycnically. “Then 
most of your pleasure would evaporate, 
because you’d no longer he the Prince 
of Peace, hut just another ordinary 
driver." 

"When that great day comes." he 
smiled, "we’ll all be so good that we 
won’t need to get pleasure from doing 
good. But don’1 idle your motor until 
ihen, my friend.”

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Munro calls for body to head off strikes, lockouts 


pTTAWA (CP) — Labor 
Minister John Munro called 
Thursday for formation of a 
tripartite body to discuss na¬ 
tional labor problems. 

He intends as soon as possi¬ 
ble to invite business, labor 
and government officials to 
form a continuing Ixxiy to 


study labor relations. Munro 
said in a speech prepared for 
delivery to the Canadian 
Daily Newspaper Publishers 
Association. 

The minister was in Mon¬ 
treal seeking settlement of a 
Great Lakes shipping strike 
and his speech was delivered 


by Tom Eberlee. deputy labor 
minister. 

In notes for the speech 
Munro said public confidence 
in the system for settling 
labor disputes is falling and 
there is "growing pressure on 
governments ... to play a 
stronger and perhaps more 


dominating role in industrial 
relations." 

"But what is desirable, 
surely, is greater under¬ 
standing of the fact that the 
onus for improved industrial 
relations (alls jointly on labor, 

• management and govern-. 
ment." 


Munro said he soon will in¬ 
vite labor and business "to 
jointly participate with myself 
and my department in a thor¬ 
ough examination and debate 
of our legislation and pro¬ 
grams, as well as of the sys¬ 
tem they are designed to 
serve." 


Although a record number 
of man-days was lost because 
of strikes and lockouts In the 
first half of this year, it was 
wrong to assume the current 
system of industrial relations 
is "on the rocks." 

Governments in democratic 
societies cannot legislate in- 


/ 

dustrial harmony and "turn¬ 
ing Parliament into a labor 
court . . . would further ema¬ 
sculate the collective bargain¬ 
ing process," Munro said. 

"Outlawing strikes wont 
put an end to strikes. And 
widescale compulsory arbitra¬ 
tion would also bring only in¬ 


creased disharmony and in¬ 
creased disruption." 

Despite the record for man- 
days lost in the first six 
months of this year, Munro 
said work stoppages occurred 
"in only 25 of 151 major con¬ 
tracts settled."

It was 
pitched at an altitude of 22.632 
feet on The 29.0:J8-foot moun¬ 
tain. 


Six key men lost by ICBC 


Six senior executives have 
left the trouble-plagued Insur¬ 
ance Corporation of B.C. with¬ 
in the past two months, the 
Colonist learned Thursday.

But the Colonist has now 
learned that George Abak- 
ham, director of agency ac¬ 
counting, and Fred Smith, 
director of systems develop¬ 
ment, left the corporation on 
Aug. 15. 

Two weeks earlier, Gordon 


Root, senior executive for 
marketing, ended his employ¬ 
ment, apparently on retir¬ 
ement at the age of 65. 

Ben van der Woerd, direc¬ 
tor of fiersonal services, also 
left ICBC around July 31. 

An ICBC spokesman con- 
firmed the resignations 
Thursday and stressed there 
was no suggestion of dismiss¬ 
al in any of Jthe departures 
other than O’Grady’s. 

He said the o>r|x>ration, 
-el up in 197.5 by the NDP 


government, was for a time 
"in a start-up phase.” In 
many areas, he said, the cor¬ 
porate framework has since 
changed and the tasks involv¬ 
ed have altered. 

Root, for example, was 
hired to do a specific job, he 
said, and has now retired.

OTTATA (CP) — By the 
end of the year, 28 million 
eggs bought by the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency to pro¬ 
tect farmers against falling 
prices will have been buried 
in dumps because they rotted 
in storage. 

CEMA executives told a 
news conference Thursday 
that the figure considerably 
higher than the 15 million 
eggs previouly thought to be 
rotting or destroyed was 
reached following a detailed 
check of stored eggs bought 
from provincial egg market¬ 
ing boards.

Legal test planned 

TORONTO (CP) — Kenneth Dawson, lawyer 
of the Ontario Anti-Poverty Organization, says the 
group plans to take legal action against marketing 
boards that destroy edible food in Canada. 

“We’re looking at the laws governing 'market¬ 
ing boards and we think there is some kind of 
obligation for them to market commodities effic. 
ently,’’ he said. 


Meanwhile, in Toronto, 
Maryon Brecin, past-president 
of the Consumers Association 
of Canada CAC, said the total 
number of rotten eggs de¬ 
stroyed by the marketing 
agegey will be closer to 35 
million, ‘ if we ever get the 
full total.” 

Mrs. Brechin, also CAC 
marketing board spokesman, 
said feed companies and hat¬ 
cheries. not farmers, benefit 
from the CEMA’s high-price 
policies which caused the 
over-production. 

She said big comiwmies got 
I he extra money consumers 
paid for Cfcgs by raising the 
price of feed and chicks they 
sold to the captive - market 
farm. 

While agreeing that the 
waste w'as unfortunate. Bob 
Harrison of Montreal, recent¬ 
ly hired as a financial consul¬ 
tant to the agency, and James 
Fisher, a public relations con¬ 
sultant, said the total repre¬ 
sented only a small portion of 
the 5.7 billion eggs produced 
in the country each year. 

"Thirty million eggs is n t a 
lot of eggs,” said Harrison. 

Both he and Fisher said 
mistakes had been made dur¬ 
ing the agency’s first year of

OTTAWA (CP) — The way the eggmen tell 
it, 30 million eggs are not all that many when 
compared with annual production of about 5.7 
billion. 

But 30 million, roughly the number that will be buried 
this year by the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency because 
they were left to rot in improper storage, still represent a lot 
of eggs. 

Laid end-to-end, for instance, that many eggs would 
stretch from Regina to Vancouver, a distance of more than 
1.000 miles. 

Or they would make an omelet big enough to smother the 
core of Ottawa, including the Parliament buildings, an area 
of about five square miles.. 

That's bas$d on an average two-egg omelet made in par¬ 
liamentary cafeterias. Unfolded, they’re about 36 square 
inches in size. 

Thirty million eggs is enough to make 3,750,000 angel food 
cakes. Each cake requires about eight eggs. 

Then too, that many eggs is enough to feed the 10.000 
public servants in the federal agriculture department two-egg 
breakfasts for the next four years. 

Or. put another way, it’s enough to keep the 30-memher 
Trudeau cabinet eating two eggs a day for the next 1,370 
years. 

It would take the average chicken 133,333 years to pro¬ 
duce 30 million eggs, based on yearly production of about 225 
eggs. 

And it would take one man, eating two eggs a day, 41,095 
years to get through them all. 

In other words, if a pre-historie Cro-Magnon man had 
eaten two eggs a day since the beginning of his age, he 
wouldn't be finished yet. 


Prairie 

crops 

hard hit 


OTTAWA (CPi Cool, wet 
weather has brough Prairie 
harvesting to a virtual stand¬ 
still. Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed Thursday. 

Without higher tempera¬ 
tures and dry weather, vital 
grain crops will not mature 
and could be left in the field 
over winter. 

In the last of six reports on 
crop conditions across the 
country, the statistics bureau 
said widespread frost on the 
Prairies has caused varying 
amounts of damage. 

In Saskatchewan, it has 
hurt, the,quality of grain and. 
in some cases, reduced yields. 

Crops in low-lying areas, 
particularly the oilseed flax, 
have been hurt most. 

The grain harvest is well 
behind normal, although some 
crops were threshed before 
the recent round of frost and 
wet weather. 

The drop in production 
could lead to higher costs for 
a range of food products and 
is particularly serious at a 
time of world shortages and 
quickly-depleting grain re¬ 
serves.

Anderson said the ban on 
ownership is not a law. 

"It was an executive ardor 
in times of emergencies. Tfee 
last time it was declared was 
during the Korean war." he 
said. 

lAnderson purchased the 
gold for $80,400 in June. 1973, 
and had made aboyt 30 per 
cent profit on paper in a little 
more than a year.

If you are going to catch coho in lower Vancouver Island 
waters this year this should be the weekend to get them. 

What is thought to lie the i»eak of the ocean coho run was 
In Juan de Fuca Strait this week. w 

Commercial netters in Juan de Fuca Monday and Tues¬ 
day — 28 seiners and 145 gillnetiteiis — took 119,969 coho, 2,827 
aockeye and one pink. 

That compares with 27,000 coho and 25,000 sockeye for the 
week previous and indicates the coho run this week is nearly 
five times stronger than it was the week before. 

Last weekend, lower Island anglers didn’t do very well in 
coho 93 for 376 boats at Sooke waters, 25 for 325 boats in 
Victoria waters, 10 for 185 boats in Oak Bay waters, 10 for 116 
boats in Sidney waters and 58 for 624 boats in Saanich Inlet 
waters. 

Main sports success in those waters was f.xr jack chinooks 
from three to eight pounds with the odd heavy chinook up to 
the 30s. 

The fish are on the move through Juan de Fuca. The nets 
came up Tuesday. By the weekend they wiU have had four 
and five days to make it through the comparative safety of 
the sports fishing reserve. Keep your fingers crossed and try 
to be Johnny-on-the-spot. 


There already has been a big improvement in the sports 
fishing waters off Sooke-Becher Bay-Pedder Bay. 

Henry Rollin describes Becher Bay fishing "like old 
times." He limited on coho to 16 pounds using eight ounces of 
weight, 100 feet of line, Super Minnow Teaser with a six-inch 
minnow. 

Thursday morning, the report from Becher Bay was "ev¬ 
erybody's limiting on coho.” 

At Pedder jacks and the odd big chinook were still 
providing the most action, but the coho were just starting to 
show in the Thursday catch. 

Porlier Pass has been giving up some good coho fishing, 
which would indicate some of these Juan de Fuca coho are 
heading for the Fraser. 

By the weekend there should be coho right through to Sid¬ 
ney and even in to Saanic h Inlet where fishing for coho and 
chinooks has been unusually good the past week. 

The Juan de Fuca peak holds some hope for Cowichan 
Bay waters which have been almost dead as far as sports 
fishing is concerned. 


Gremlins crept into our Wednesday column about Cow¬ 
ichan Bay. There are no definite plans at the moment for a 
salmon hatchery to serve lower Island waters. The "no" was 
dropped in the column.

Off Campbell River the big northerns are starting to 
show. 

Anglers describe Vancouver Island's coho-filled waters as

NEWPORT. R.I. (AP) — 
The United States defender 
Courageous, showing her ver¬ 
satility in all conditions, 
whipped Australian rival 
Southern Cross by another 
impressive margin Thursday 
in the America’s Cup yachting 
series. 

The margin of victory was 
one minute, 11 seconds as the 
long, lean 12-metre sloop 
made it two in a row in the 
best-of-seven international 
competition. 

Both boats hoisted protest 
flags seven minutes before 
the start over a 24.3-mile 


Olympic course seven miles 
outside New port Harbor. 

More than six hours after 
the race, an international jury 
headed by Italy's Dr. Bep|>e 
Crqce said neither boat had 
grounds for protest. The rul¬ 
ing allowed Courageous’ vic¬ 
tory to stand. 

Although no deetails of the 
incident were divulged imme¬ 
diately, it occurred less than 
100 yards from the yacht car¬ 
rying the three-man jury that 
later judged the case. 

Although the margin of vic¬ 
tory was less, the second race 
was almost a replay of the 
first outing Tuesday with Cou¬ 


rageous again proving superi¬ 
ority in both tactics and in all 
major points of sailing. The 
American boat won the first 
race by 4 minutes, 54 seconds. 

Courageous, making the 
22nd defence of the 123-year- 
old America’s Cup first won 
by the United States in 1851, 
was commanded by Ted 
Hood. Southern Cross had vet¬ 
eran Jim Hardy at the helm. 

The third race in the series 
is scheduled for today. 

Courageous,, which had pro- 
fitted from a tworsecond lead 
at the start Tuesday, let her 
rival get the jump Thursday 
but quickly made up for it. 


Sailing directly into ihe 
wind on the first leg of the tri¬ 
angular, six-legged course, 
Courageous made her move 
just before the halfway mark 
of the leg. Her crew made a 
superb headsail change and 
darted in front to gain an ad¬ 
vantage she never relin¬ 
quished.

Their dream ’s 
coming true

UNION BAY A long- 
cherished dream is coming 
true for 73-vear-old retired E. 
and N. Rail roadmaster, Joe 
Walker. 

For three years, Walker 
dreamed of the day when 
valuable waterfront land in 
this village of 1,000 residents 
12 miles south of Courtenay, 
could be developed to provide 
a major recreational facility. 

Now, under Walker’s super¬ 
vision, village volunteers are 
putting finishing touches to a 
community boat launching 
ramp, a park and a picnic 
area. 

The project has opened up 
1,000 feet of waterfronl on 
Baynes Sound, across from 
rich fishing areas off Den¬ 
man and Tree islands. 

“It’s been a wholehearted 
effort by residents of this 
area, w'ho have volunteered 
their time and energy to bring 
this dream to fruition," said 
Walker. 

For Walker, who says he is 
too busy to get old, the past 
three years have been full of 
frustrations, mainly because 
of shortage of money. "We 
i m p r o v i s e d and always 
seemed to be able to find a 
way out of any predicament 
that faced us." 

One of the happiest days of 
Joe’s life came last week 
when he received word from 
Cmiox MLA Karen Sanfrd, 
that the highways department 
was making a special $ 10,000 
grant to the Union Bay Com¬ 
munity Association t:> assist 
in completion of the com- 
mt"viy Iwnt ramp project. 

"We certainly owe the 
much-maligned NDP MLA a 
big vote of thanks for her ef¬ 
forts on our behalf." said 
Walker. 

"Ms. Sanford has been 
making representations on be¬ 
half of the association to the 
highways and recreation and 
conservation departments lor 
two years.* 

It’s wonderful to see her 
efforts hear such fruit," said 
Walker. 

He said the association still 
needs about $15,000 to com¬ 
plete the job. 

He is keeping his fingers 
crossed that the remaining 
money can be obtained from 
the Provincial Community 
Recreation Facilities Fund.

partment for a nominal sum 
of $ 1 . 

They w ere also a Me to ob¬ 
tain a commitment from the 
Socred government for a 
$13,000 grant to develop a 
breakwater. 

This money was used to buy 
rock, blasted and hauled from 
the nearby Tsable River mine 
road area. 

This money soon ran out 
and the energetic pair turned 
their attention to spearhead¬ 
ing several fund-raising proj¬ 
ects. Local women’s organiza¬ 
tions played a major pari in 
assisting by catering banquets 
and social functions. 

"Many of the 1.000 residents 
pitched in and assisted in 
whatever way they could. For 
this vve will he eternally 
grateful." said Walker.

Avalanche halls French expedition 

Everest team buried 


KATMANDU (AP> Tons 
of snow have buried alive the 
leader of a Fren^bjexpedition 
to Mount Everest and five 
Sherpa guides. 

The Himalayan avalanche 
Monday swept away the ex- 
liedition’s hopes to put a 
frenchman alop the world's 
highest peak for the first 
time. -j 

The Nepal foreign ministry 
announced the tragedy Thurs¬ 
day and said the deputy lead¬ 


er of the expedition ordered 
the Everest attempt halted. 

The avalanche killed ex¬ 
pedition leader Gerard De- 
vuussoux of Chamonix and 
wiped out the expedition’s 
first and second camps two 
days after an advance climb¬ 
ing team had established their 
third major camp on the 
slopes of Everest. It was 
pitched at an altitude of 22,632 
feet on the 29.028-foot moun¬ 
tain. 


Then came the announce¬ 
ment of the resignation of Boh 
Porter as ICBC public rela¬ 
tions director to take a job 
with his former employer.

Root, for example, was 
hired to do a specific job, he 
said, and has now retired. 

Of the others who left re¬ 
cently, Smith has returned to 
leaching, Abakham has taken 
a position in another industry 
and van der Woerd has ro-

Jeff Mooney, employment 
manager in ICBC’s personnel 
department, left Nov. 30, 1973, 
but the spokesman said Moon¬ 
ey's position was not on a 
level with that of the other ex¬ 
ecutives.

OTTAWA (CP) By the 
end of the year, 28 million 
eggs bought by the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency to pro¬ 
tect farmers against falling 
prices will have been buried 
in dumps because they rotted 
in storage. 

CEMA executives told a 
news conference Thursday 
that the figure considerably 
higher than the 15 million 
eggs previously thought to l»e 
rotting or destroyed was 
reached following a detailed 
check of stored eggs bought 
from provincial egg market¬ 
ing boards.

Legal test planned 

TORONTO ICPl — Kenneth Dawson, lawyer 
of the Ontario Anti-Poverty Organization, says the 
group plans to take legal action againsl marketing 
boards that destroy edible food in Canada. 

"We’re looking at the laws governing market¬ 
ing boards and we think there is some kind of 
obligation for them to market commodities effic' • 
ently," he said. 


Meanwhile, in Toronto, 
Maryon Brechin, past-presi¬ 
dent of the Consumers Asso¬ 
ciation of Canada, said the 
total number of rotten aggs 
destroyed by the - marketing 
agency will be closer to 35 
million, ' if we ever get the 
full total.” 

Mrs. Brechin, also CAC 
marketing board spokesman, 
said feed companies and hat¬ 
cheries. not farmers, benefit 
from the CEMA’s high-price 
{Kilicies which caused the 
over-production. 

She said big companies got 
the extra money consumers 
paid for eggs by raising the 
price of feed and chicks they 
sold to the captive - market 
farm. 

While agreeing that the 
waste was unfortunate. Bib 
Harrison of Montreal, recent¬ 
ly hired as a financial consul- 
tnnt to the agency, and James 
Fisher, a public relations con¬ 
sultant. said the total repre¬ 
sented only a small portion of 
the 5.7 billion eggs produced 
in the country each year. 

"Thirty million eggs is not a 
lot of eggs." said Harrison. 

Both he and Fisher said 
mistakes had been made dur¬ 
ing the agency’s first year of

OTTAWA (CP) — The way the eggmen tell 
it, 30 million eggs are not all that many when 
compared with annual production of about 5.7 
billion. 

But 30 million, roughly the number that will be buried 
this year by the Canadian Marketing Agency because 
they were left to rot in improper storage, still represent a lot 
of eggs. 0 

Laid end-to-end. for instante, that many eggs would 
stretch from Regina toVahcouver, a distance of more than 
1,000 miles. 

Or they would make an omelel big enough to smother the 
core of Ottawa, including the Parliament buildings, an area 
of about five square miles. 

That's based on an average two-egg omelet made in par¬ 
liamentary cafeterias. Unfolded, they're about 36 square 
inches in si/e. 

Thirty million eggs is enough to make 3,750,000 angel food 
cakes. Each cake requires about eight eggs. 

Then too. that many eggs is enough to feed the 10,000 
public servants in the federal agriculture department two-egg 
breakfasts for the next four years. 

Or, put another way, it’s enough to keep the 30-member 
Trudeau cabinet eating two eggs a day for the next 1,370 
years. 

II would take the average chicken 133,333 years to pro¬ 
duce 30 million eggs, based on yearly production of about 225 
eggs., 

And it would take one man. eating two eggs a day. 41,095 
years to get through them all. 

In other words, if a pre-historic Cro-Magnon man had 
eaten two eggs a day since the beginning of his age. he 
wouldn’t be finished yet.

Prairie 
crops 
hard hit 


OTTAWA <CPi Cool, wet 
weather has brought Prairie 
harvesting to a virtual stand¬ 
still. Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed Thursday. 

Without higher tempera¬ 
tures and dry weather, vital 
grain crops will not mature 
and could he left in the field 
over winter. 

In the last of six reports on 
crop conditions across the 
country, the statistics bureau 
said widespread frost on the 
Prairies- has caused varying 
amounts of damage. 

In Saskatchewan, it has 
hurt the quality of grain and. 
income cases, reduced yields. 

Crops in low-lying areas, 
particularly the oilseed flax, 
have been hurt most. 

The grain harvest is well 
behind normal, although some 
crops were threshed before 
the recent round of frost and 
wet weather. 

The drop in production 
could lead to higher costs for 
a range of food products and 
is particularly serious at a 
time of world shortages and 
quickly-depleting grain re¬ 
serves.

Big gold loser 
could lose 
bigger in U.S. 


VANCOUVER (CP) A 
Sea (tie man who recently had 
gold worth over $100,000 sto¬ 
len from a safety deixisit box 
in Vancouver could face 10 
years in prison and maybe a 
.$10,000 fine in the United 
States. 

Jack Crogan. auditor with 
the office of domestic gold 
and silver operations in Wash¬ 
ington. D.C., said that by rc- 
I : ting the theft last week. 
Martin Anderson. 42, o'jtened 
himself to prosecution by the 
U.S. treasury department 

Under the terms of a law 
passed in 1933. U.S. citizens 
are prohibited from owning 
gold, both within and beyond 
the borders of the country. 

Crogan said Anderson's 
case ik unique because a law 
has lieen passed which lifts 
the ban effective Dec. 31. 

"Purchases made before 
the date but discovered after 
would technically be illegal* 
hut would likely not be pro¬ 
secuted." said Crogan. 

In this case, he said it 


would be up to the U.S. trea¬ 
sury or Secret Service auth¬ 
orities to decide whether or 
not to prosecute Anderson. 

"When we hear about one of 
these happenings in the U.S. 
we usually make a seizure. 
Since this is out of the 
country, it will he difficult to 
do ihaf though." 

Anderson said the ban on 
ownership is not a law . 

"It was an executive order 
in times of emergencies. The 
last time it was declared was 
during the Korean war," he 
said. 

Anderson purchased the 
gold for $80,400 in June.

Davis said the rebuttal 
from the provincial leaders 
w as unanimous. 

"It is a matter of regret 
and concern that at a time 
when the premiers of Canada 
are gathered in an attempt to 
deal conscientiously with 
matters dealing with the stale 
of our economy and to find 
ways of effective co-operation 


in this regard that we should 
he confronted with a state¬ 
ment" of that kind, the pre¬ 
mier said. 

Nevertheless, Davis said he 
would press ahead with his 
suggestions for "an informal 
meeting” between provincial 
leaders and federal govern¬ 
ment officials to discuss infla¬ 
tion. 

"I just don't see how you 
can lose by having the heads 
problems which are of con¬ 
cern ||i the vast majority of 
of govern ment discussing 
Canadians." 

Davis has the support of 
B.C. Premier Barrett 
for his federal-provincial 
meeting proposal. Premier 
Alex Campbell of Prince -Ed¬ 
ward Island has stated he 
does not think such a meeting 
would serve any useful pur¬ 
pose because Caradians have 
not been hurt en<fflgh by infla¬ 
tion to take the tough mea¬ 
sures necessary to cure it. 
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
